A LONG DRIVE. 


Eighty Thousand Oregon Sheep Be- 

ing Taken to Kansas, 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 1 

‘A. Knowlton, a live stock commission 
merchant of this city, bought in Oregon 
80,000 sheep, which are now being 
driven overland to Kansas, where they 
will be fed next winter and marketed 
the following winter and spring. This 
mmense herd has been divided. into 
welve bands, each of which are driven 
by eight men. The sheep are allowed 
to-graze-along-the roadside each day, 
The drivers are furnished with horses 
and a camping outfit, and while the 
sheep rest at night, the sheepherders 

in tents. 
The bands are driven about twelve 
miles apart, and Knowlton expects to 
reach Kansas by October. By driving 
the sheep overland instead of shipping 
hem by rail, the commission merchant 
will save perhaps $60,000, as the trans- 
pedgersinos charge from Oregon to Kan-

News from Dyea—Fifteen Hundred 
People on the Trails—Exorbitant 
Charge for Packing Freight—A 
“Treasure-house’’ Project.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Secretary 
of the Interior Bliss received today 
from the president of the North Amer- 
ican Trading and Transportation Com- 
pany of Alaska the following telegram: 
“I congratulate you and thank you for 
the official warning to people rushing 
to the Yukon Klondyke mining coun- 
try at this season of the year.” _ 

‘Acting Secretary Ryan, speaking of 
the dispatch, says it indicates’ that 
there rhust be a very congested state 
of affairs at Seattle and other points 
of departure for the Klondyke gold 
fields, or the president of a large trans- 
portation company would not approve 
of the warning issued yesterday by 


Secrétary Bliss. 


Surveyor-General Diston, recently 
appointed for Alaska, qualified today 
and was at the Interior Department 
consulting with the officials before tak- 
ing his departure. He will go at once 
to Alaska, but will remain at Sitka, the 
capital, awaiting further instructions 
from the department. While it is 
probable that the Surveyor-General will 
be ordered to-the Yukon country next 
year, there is no intention of sending 
him there this year. 


MANY WILL RETURN. 


Disgusted Klondykers Selling Out 
Outfits and Coming Home. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) Aug. 11.—The 


steamer Rosalie arrived today from 


Dyea, and from the statements of the 
passengers it seems probable that a 
large number of people who started for 
the Yukon will return without having 
gone further than Dyea or SKaguay. 

It is reported on good authority that 
outfits are being sold for almost noth- 
ing, and disgusted Klondykers are ar- 
ranging to come home as fast as pos- 
sible. Several were passengers on the 
ill-fated steamer Mexico, and some 
twenty or thirty men have returned to 
Juneau. 

Between 2500 and 3000 miners are 
now encamped at Dyea. They have or- 
ganized to keep down the packing 
rates, and are doing everything pos- 
sible to get Over the pass. A rate of 
20 cents a pound from Dyea to the head 
of Lake Bennett has been decided on 
by this miners’ organization, and no 
one is allowed to pay more. This step 
was made necessary owing to the fact 
that men with money who are on the 
ground are offering as high as 30 cents 
a pound in some cases to get their 
goods across, While the poor man is left 
behind. 


OLD MINERS ALARMED. 


Turning Back from the Klondyke 
- for Fear of Famine. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
DYEA (Alaska,) Aug. 4, (via Seattle, 
Wash., Aug. 11.)—The British steamers 
Islander and Gees have arrived with 
about five hundred prospectors, which 
increases the number on tue-.wyea and 
Skaguay trails to fully fifteen hun- 
dred. Late reports have come in to 
the effect that the Skaguay route is 
open to the lakes, and that it is about 
forty-five miles long. It is of a zigzag 
course over the mountains, and the 
road is very soft. There are some two 
or three hundred head of horses on the 
trail, and they will soon tramp its 

road into a deplorable condition. 


The probability of one man in ten 
reaching the Klondyke is remote. Old 
Alaskan prospectors, some of whom 


have wintered in the Yukon and know 
what to expect, are becoming fright- 


| ened and turning back. Not that they 


fear the hardships, but they are ap- 
prehensive of a famine on account of 
so many men rushing headlong to the 
mines without enough provisions to 
last them two months. 

The best evidence that those upon 
the ground regard the situation with 
more or less alarm is the fact that 
many are paying 20 cents a pound to 
have freight packed across Dyea Pass. 
This is an increase of 3 cents a pound 
since the sailing of the Al-Ki, at 
which time 18 and 17 cents were 
charged. Twenty cents is the regular 
rate over the Dyea or Chilcoot Pass 
route. 

This increase and exorbitant charge 
is due to a scarcity of horses. Without 
pack animals of some description, it 
appears to be next to impossible at 
this season to get freight and outfits 
across the divide. 

A TREASURE HOUSE. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—The Sun's 
Montreal special says: “The Dominion 
government has under consideration a 
project in regard to.the administra- 
tion of the Yukon which’is novel, but 
appears admirably fitted to meet the 
conditions existing in the new com- 
munities of the extreme Northwest. It 
is the establishment of what might be 
termed a ‘treasure-house,’ in which 
will be stored the gold of the miners 
and for which they will receive drafts 
on United States or Canadian banks 
for the full market value of their gold 
dust.”’ 

LETTER FROM DAWSON. 

TACOMA, Aug, 11.—D. H. Laughlin 
under 
date of June 15, that 600 Claims in the 
creeks.are selling “at prices ranging 
from $10,000 to $150,000 each. He says: 

“There are about one hundred and 
fifty claims that are gaod on these 
two creeks. A miner bought a claim in 
February for $45,000 on the installment 
plan, and wag to make the last pay- 
ment July 1, but did not. need so much 
time, for he paid the last the day we 
arrived. He has 480 feet of ground 
left, and a surplus of $15,000. The pay 
streak is from forty to eighty feet 


States 


wide, and the pay is in and on the 
bedrock. . 

“These are not drift diggings, and 
have to be worked in the winter. The 
ground is frozen from fifteen to thirty 
feet deep. Times will be quiet here un- 
til October 1, when there will be work 
for 4000 or 5000 men. There is a small 
sawmill here, and lumber is worth 
$140 per thousand feet. The camp was 
not started until last August, and it 
is estimated that the output is about 
$2,500,000 to date, and will probably be 
twenty-five or thirty millions by next 
year. The companies think they can 
supply enough provisions for the win- 
ter. 

“The Circle City. camp is about de- 
serted, and the claim-owners are offer- 
ing $12.50 per day and board. The 
camp is well supplied with provisions 
at present. Flour is worth $12 per hun- 
dred pounds, and bacon 50 cents a 


pound, beans, 12% cents; .coffee, 75 
cents, milk, 50 cents per can: table 
fruit, 75 cents per.can; shovels, $3 


each, 


“If any one should want to come 
here this summer or fall, we would 
advise them to come by the mouth of 
the Yukon. In early spring they should 
come by the land and water route.” 

THE HUMBOLDT GOES. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 11.—It was 
not until 4:40 o’clock this afternoon 
that the steamship Humboldt dropped 
out into the stream and headed for the 
Golden Gate. At St. Michaels the ves- 
sel will have to anchor some six hun- 
dred yards or more from shore, and 
the lightering must be done with the 
boats carried upon the ship. 

Owners and masters of vessels famil- 
iar with Alaskan traffic and the trip to 
the Yukon country make the following 
calculation: The Humboldt will get to 
St. Michaels about September 1. Hav- 
ing no wharf to land at it will require 
a long time to discharge her cargo. 
Without machinery it will take from 
three to four weeks to put the river 
barges together. That will bring the 
time up to about October 1, when the 
Yukon is liable to be frozen or in such 
a condition that no craft can ascend 
the river on account of the ice. 

The steamship Columbia, with about 
fifty-two passengers for Dyea and Ju- 
neau, sailed this morning for Portland. 
There she will connect with the George 
W. Elder, which will continue - the 
journey to Dyea. 

ABANDONS THE ROYALTY. 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Aug. 11.—Influ- 
enced by a protest from both politi- 
cians and business men of the north- 
western portion of the Dominion, the 
government has decided to abandon its 
scheme to force miners of the placer 
regions of the Klondyke to pay a roy- 
alty of 10 to 15 per ceit. on all gold 
taken ouf there. Many business men 
declared in their representations to the 
government that such a rule, if put 
into force, would undoubtedly lead to 
infinite trouble and might cause blood- 
shed. 

The storekeepers and outfitters of 
British Columbia are busy now ar- 
ranging their plans to compel all pros- 
pectors to buy their supplies of them 
by enforcing the payment of duty on 
all outfits, which are carried into the 
Upper Yukon Vahey. 


VIRGINIA DEMOCRATS. 


WILLING STILL TO STAND BY THE 
CHICAGO PLATFORM. 


The State Convention Meets at Roan- 
oke and Nominates J. Hoge 
Tyler of Pulaski for Governor. 
Some Planks. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

- ROANOKE (W. Va.,) Aug. 11.—The 
Democratic State Convention was 
called to order at noon by G. W. Hand- 
ley with nearly all of the 1548 dele- 
gates present. A most determined 
fight will be made over the proposition 
to adopt a plan for nominating United 
Senators by primaries. The 
platform probably will not be sub- 
mitted today. Its declaration on free 
silver and other Chicago planks will 
be unequivocal. 

At the afternoon session E. W. San- 
ders was made permanent chairman. 
Immediately upon the opening of the 
night session J. Hoge Tyler of Pulaski 
was nominated by acclamation for 
Governor. J. Taylor Ellison, who had 
been Tyler’s only competitor for the 
honor, withdrew his name and was im- 
mediately afterward reélected chair- 
man of the State Committee, also by 
acclamation. The platform makes the 
following declarations: 

‘We reaffirm the platform of the Na- 


tional Democratic Convention adopted 


in Chicago in July, 1896, and upon 
which William J. Bryan was nominated 
for the Presidency of the United 
States. 

“We especially indorse the doctrines 
of the national Democracy upon _ the 
four great issues which are before the 
people of this country, viz: The 
tariff, the income tax, the regulating 
of trusts, and the currency. The 
tariff duties should be levied for reve- 
nue purposes, and only for such reve- 
nue as may be needed for an economic 
administration of the government, the 
great surplus in the treasury in its 
nature being a useless absorption of 
public wealth and a constant tempta- 
tion to extravagance. We denounce the 
tariff bill recently passed by the Re- 
publican Congress as dictated by the 
trusts and monopolies, and in the in- 
terest of classes which live upon the 
favoritism of the government and not 
upon the fair and just earnings of in- 
dustry. We favor an income tax for 
the support of the Federal government 
that industry may be less burdened and 
that wealth may hear its proper share 
of the general public burdens, and, if 
necessary, we favor a_ constitutional 
amendment that such taxes may be 
levied. i 

“Upon the subject of currency we 
declare ourselves unalierably opposed 
to the British system of monometal- 
lism, which has aggrandized that em- 
pire at the expense of the nations pro- 
ducing food supplies and raw materi- 
als, and its adoption has-only aggra- 
vated our financial servitude to Lon- 
don.” 

The platform also declares for pri- 
mary elections to indicate the popular 
choice of United States Senators and 
commits legislative candidates to ac- 
cept the results at the primaries, 

After two ballots, Edward Echols of 
Staunton was nominated for Lieuten- 
ant Governor. 

The platform as given was reported 
from the Committee on Resolutions, 
but formal action on it was deferred 
until tomorrow, when the prevision for 
primary elections for United States 
Senators will be vigorously opposed. 
At 2 a.m. the convention adjourned 
until 10 o’clock.

Decisive Battle Lost by 
the Spaniards, 


Weyler's Own Matanzas Troops 
Probably Whipped. 


A Veritable Sensation Prevailing 
in Havana. 


Government Forces Reported to 
Have Lost Heavily—All Men That 
Can Be Spared are Ordered to 
Guines—Gomez is Expected, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—A_ dispatch 
to the Herald from Havana says: 
“Official information has _ reached 
Havana of a decisive. battle between 
loyal troops and insurgent forces in 
Matanzas. According to this informa- 
tion the Spanish troops were routed 
after a hard battle with heavy losses. 
“This news caused a veritable sensa- 
tion in Havana, as it is generally 
known that Capt.-Gen. Weyler is now 
in Matanzas, and there is a general be- 
lief that the Spanish troops. directly 
under him were those that suffered de- 
feat at the hands of the rebels. 


How-. 


ever, if this is true, the Spanish officials 


here are taking great pains to 
press the fact. 

“Then, too, the knowledge in some 
quarters that Gen. Gomez is due in 
Matanzas about this time with a large 
body of insurgents added to the inter- 
est in the battle. There is no good 
cause to believe that Gen. Gomez was 
in the battle in question. There has 
for some time been a seemingly well- 
founded belief In Havana that Gens. 
Gomez and Weyler would meet in 
Matanzas. 

“The Spanish loss in troops and offi- 
cers was greater than in amy recent 
battle. The Spanish troops were com- 
pelled to give way before the rebels, 
leaving many dead on the field. 

“There seems to be _ considerable 
concern in¢he palace here about the 
result of the battle. While the officials 
will not talk, the Herald correspondent

Francisco Carillo, commander of the 
Fourth Army Corps, and Brig.-Gens.

“In view of this: rebel activity and 
the belief at the palace that Gen.

Carillo, would attempt a demonstra- 
tion against Havana city, large rein- 
forcements of Spanish troops have been 
moved to the front from Havana and 
Pinar del Rio provinces. 

“Gen. Weyler intended to establish 
his headquarters in Matanzas City and 
then in Guines, Havana province, in 


case the Cubans should succeed in 
pushing their way through Matanzas 
into Havana. 

“A rumor reached this city last night

“The situation of Gen. Weyler is 
similar to that of Martinez Campos, 
when he tried, in December, 1895, to 
check the famous raid of Gomez and 
Maceo, and was compelled to fall back 
successively at Javanellos and Closeo 
and Colon before the Cubans. 

“Those in a position to know hint 
that the chief source of knowledge in 
the palace is the receipt of a dispatch 
from Matanzas. The names of Weyler 
and several other Spanish generals, as 
well as those of Gomez and Carrillo, 
are often repeated inthe course of the 
message. The alleged information in 
the dispatch, coupled with the demand 
for reinforcements, at Guines and the 
shipment there of heavy artillery 'eads 
many to believe that the Spanish 
troops will make a further stand at 
Guines.

A TEA FIGHT. 


Canadian Roads are into 
it All Over, 


Uncle Sam's New Tariff Bill 
the “Stick” in It. 


Discriminating Duty Laid Upon 
Trans-shipped Goods. 


Imports from Foreign Countries Via 
the Dominion Required to Pay 
That Little Ten Per Cent.—Great 
Benefit to American Lines. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
CHICAGO, Aug. 11.—The first appli- 
cation of the section of the new' Tariff 
Bill which, if it is interpreted to mean 
as it reads, may bring disaster to Can- 
ada’s great overland line, the Cana- 


+ Cian Pacific Railway, and restrict other 


Canadian roads which have terminals 
in the United States in their ability to 
compete with domestic corporations in 
delivering Asiatic and European ime 
ports, has been made by the collector 
of this port. 

A’ consignment of a trainload of 
Japan tea recently reached here in 
Canadian Pacific cars from Vancou- 
ver. Tea is not a dutiable article, and 
under the Wilson law the Japan-Van- 
eouver consignment would have been 
permitted to go right through for dis- 
tribution, the consular seals on the cars 
serving to protect it from interference 
by custom officers. Collector Russell, 
however, was of the opinion that the 
new phrases in section 22 required the 
collection of a discriminating duty of 
10 per cent; because the tea, while en 
route from Japan, had been landed in 
Vancouver, B. C., and he took posses- 
sion of the property pendifig a decision 
from the Treasury Department upon 
the exact application of the measure. 
The’ section requires the collection 
and payment of a discriminating duty 
of 10 per cent, on ‘“‘all goods, wares or 
merchandise which shall. be imported 
in vessels not of the United States, or 
which, ‘being the production or manu- 
facture of any country not contiguous 
to the United States, shall come into 
the United States from such contigu- 
ous country.” 

The Secretary of the Treasury ad- 
vised the collector to permit the im- 
portérs of the tea to take it away after 
exacting from them a promise to pay 
the discriminating. duty in the event 
that the Attorney-General, to whom 
the whole subject has been referred for 
an opinion, determines that the law 
required such payment. Atty.-Gen. Mc- 
Kenna deemed the maiter important 
enough to give it his personal atten- 
tion, instead of referring it to one of 
his numerous subordinates, as it is the 
custom of the Federal law department, 
and when he returns to Washington 
from his vacation, about two weeks 
hence, he wiil write the opinion that 
has been asked for. 

If he sustains the position taken by 
the Chicago Collector of Customs in 
seizing the tea and holding it tem- 
porarily to enforce the collection of the 
discriminating duty, and decides that 
section 22 requires that all imports con- 
signed to the United States, whether 
from Asia or Europe, that are origi- 
nally landed in Canada, shall pay a 
discriminating duty of 10 per cent., he 
will strike a blow at the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroad on the one hand and the 
Grand Trunk on the other that will 
seriously cripple these corporations. 

American railway officials are keenly 
interested in the forthcoming opinion, 


for they realize that it will determine 


whether or not the Canadian Pacific 
will continue to be the great rival of 
American railroads, especially .the 
Great Northern and the Northern Pa- 
cific, in the European and Asiatic 
fields. 

The Canadian Pacific has made a 
specialty of Asiatic business ever since 
it established its own line of steamers, 
consisting of the Empress of India, the 
Empress of Japan and the Empress of 
China, between Vancouver, B. C., and 
Japan and China ports. It forced the 


Great Northern road to establish a sime- - 


ilar line, Whose terminal is at Seattle, 
and made deep inroads into the busi- 
ness of the Occidental and Oriental 
Company, Which is controiled by the 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacific 
roads, and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company. The Canadian Pacific s:eam- 
ers have controlled such a percentage 
of the’ Pacific carf¥ing business that 
the road has been able to secure a 
large percentage 


of Asiatic: importa- 

tions, consisting of tea, silk and other 
products destined for the United States, 
The road's chief success has heen 


in China, and it is claimed it brings 
to this side.of the. Pacific a greater 
amount of Chinese food products which 


are imported expressly for resident 
Chinamen than all of the other lines 
combined. Railroad men who are fa- 
miliar with the extent of the volume 


of this business say that it is suffi- 
cient to make it a desirable addition 
to the business of anv line of steame- 
ships or railroad. So long as the tar- 
iff law did not interfere with its op- 
erations, the Canadian Pacific main- 
tained a Supremacy in the Pacific ana 
Asiatic business that was more or lesg 
distressing to its rivals. 

The Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific, with terminals at Seattle anda 
Tacoma, and also Portland, naturally 
suffer most by the Canadian road, al- 
though the Southern Pacifie with its 
terminal at San Francisco and ‘the 
Santa Fé, located farther south in Cal- 
ifornia, at Los Angeles, complained 
bitterly at times of losing business 
taken from them by their Canadian 
rival. 

The Canadian Pacific was enabled to 
transfer and ship from Vancouver into 
the States through its traffic arrange- 
ments with American railroads as eas- 
ily as any of the American overland 


roads. The cars crossed the frontier 
without molestation from custom of- 
ficers, hecause they were proteeted by 
seals -from—America Consuls; and 
were carried direct to the points to 
which they. were billed. 

Some jdea of the value of the im- 
‘ports breught to the States by the 


Canadian roads can be obtained from 
the published customs statistics. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year ended June 30, 1896, 
the importations from the eastern 
provinces to Canada aggregated, $20,- 
ean ass: from British Columbia, $3,- 
Rag AST, or a total of $34,218,089. Of 


;amount $23,827,414 was carried by the 
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railroads, the Canadian Payific and 
Grand Trunk. American vessels car- 
ried $6,743,649, and foreign hulls the 
balance. All of this enormous traffic 
will be wiped out, so far as the Ca- 
nadian roads are concerned, if the At- 
torney-General decides that the Ding- 
ley law operates against shipping im- 


ports from Europe and Asia to for- 
eign ports. 
THEY MUST PAY. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The At- 


térney-General, in an opinion to the 
Secretary of the Treasury remlered to- 
day, decides that the goods and pro- 


ductions of a foreign country not con- 
tizuous to the United States which are 
regularly imported into Canada and 
afterward exported to the United 


States, are subject to the discrimina- 
tion of 10 per cent. provided for in sec- 
tion 22 of the new tariff act; and also 
that the method of conveyance, 
whether by water,.mail or otherwise, 
is not material. 

The question whether goods trans- 
ported through Canada to the United: 
States under consular seal are subject 
to duty has not yet been determined. 
The case in point. is that of $90,000 
worth of diamonds which were delayed 
at one of the frontier customhouses 
until this question was decided. The 
diamonds are subject to a ten-per-cent. 
duty. 

SURPRISED AND AMUSED. 

MONTREAL (Que.,) Aug. 11.—The 
officials of the Grand Trunk Rgdlway 
@€ystem and the Canadian Pacifiu Rail- 
way are not disturbed by the upheaval 
to be caused by the enforcement of 
the new tariff law. Assistant General 
Manager Logan of the Grand Trunk 
Railway system, spoken te 
about the matter, was quite surprised 
and somewhat amused when told that 
it had just been discovered that the 
new tariff would require the breaking 
of seals on all freight from foreign 
countries coming into the United States 
by either his railway or the Canadian 
Pacific. 

He said: “We have not heard any- 
thing of this. We have had no tireuble 
thus far, and I do not expect any as. 
our bonded cars have gone through all 
right, and the matter is greatly exag- 
gerated.”’

LAND HAS BEGUN. 


Senator Stewart Shouting for the 
Good Times That He Sees Com- 
ing Upon Him. — 


HIS COUNSEL TO THE POPS. 


NO USE TALKING SILVER WHEN 


WHEAT IS MONEY. 


The Sagebrush Sage Suddenly Finds 
No Room for Pessimism—And He 
Gives the West Credit for 
Knowing Something. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRB.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—[{Special Dis- 
patch. ] Union Pacific certificates 
jumped into prominence today. Trans- 
actions in them aggregated nearly 52,- 
500 shares, surpassing every other 
stock on the list in activity, and a gain 
of three and a quarter points for the 
day was scored. The street waxed en- 
thusiastic over the Union Pacific ad- 
vance. Henry W. Poor, whose position 
as an influential director of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas Railway 
Company keeps him closely in touch 
with Southwestern conditions and en- 
ables him to speak authoritatively on 
them, said tonight: 

“No one who knows anything about 
the Southwestern situation can help 
becoming enthusiastic over the pros- 
pects for that section. There is every 
reason to count upon good prices for 
grain. Its cotton crop will be large, 
and from the present outlook high 
prices for that product will also be 
obtained.” 

Senator Stewart of Nevada is one 
of the latest converts to commercial 
optimism. He is a “bull” on everything 
except silver. He is engaged in a vig- 
orous campaign in Wall street, and 
said tonight that he had heard so 
much about better times that he has 
determined to “gather in part of the 
prosperity which is not only rampant 
in the street, but throughout the land.” 
He said: 

“There is no room for pessimism in 
this country. No one can be a bear 
in the face of the wheat famine in Ar- 
gentine, Russia, Hungary and India. 
In view of this condition abroad, I 
should not be surprised to see silver 
sell as low as 25 cents and wheat as 
high as $1. There is nothing in talking 
Silver at the present time, and it’s my 
advice to my friends in the West to 
fall into line with the forces of pros- 
perity and progress and receive. their 
due share of the reward. We must 
turn to face new issues and neW con- 
ditions. 

“T frequently hear it said that this 
security market is a duplicate of the 
market in 1873. It is not. It is more 
of a bull market. .All a man has to do 
is to get into it, go to sleep and get 
rich. The wheat situation in the West 
will make every railway not only a 
dividend-earner, but a dividend-payer. 
Railroads that have been moribund for 
years are now taxed to their fullest 
capacity, and are still unable. to ac- 
commodate the traffic.’ 

‘“‘Are the people in the West alive to 
this new situation?’ 

“The people in the West,” he replied, 
“are wide awake. They know a good 
thing when they see it. Most of them 
are hanging to their cereals with .con- 
fidence born of hope and actual knowl- 
edge of what is going on around them. 
With their immenSe crops they will be 
able not only to liquidate their indebt- 
edness to the money sharks of the 
East, but will inaugurate a buying 
movement that will surprise people in 
this part of the country. I think that 
by late fall the truth of what I said 
and rejterated during the campaign 
will be fully recognized, and that is 
that there can be no genet<l prosper- 
ity in this country that is not born 
and sustained in the West.” 

GOOD FOR AMERICA, 

LONDON, Aug. 11.—[By Associated 
Press.] The.Times, in the course of its 
financial artie’2 tedlay, says: “It is 
estimated by persons in a position to 
form an opinion that at least 12 per 
cent. more wheat than is usually 
needed by Europe will be needed this 
year.

The Tide is at the Lowest Point in 
Fifteen Years,

of immigration is at the lowest point 
since the general government assumed 
jurisdiction of the subject in 1882. The 
number of arrivals from all countries, 
according to treasury statistics, during 
the last fiscal year, was 231,832, a de- 
crease as compared with any previous 
vear. of 112,485. The lightest immi- 
gration of any previous year was in 
1895, when the number from all coun- 
tries was 279,848. 

The year of the heaviest immigra- 
tion was the first of the period “begin- 
ning with 1882, when arrivals num- 
bered 788,992. During the entire period 
of Federal supervision, 7,432,016 have 


rivals of Russian Jews for the past 
year numbered. 22,750, as against 65,137 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1896. 
Italy furnished the greatest number 
of emigrants, 54,543, a decrease of 8629 
from last year. The cause of the heavy 
Italian immigration of 1896 was as- 
signed to the war of Italy with Abys- 
sinia, but the figures for the last year 


ceeded for several years of the period. 
Since 1882 there has been a large and 
steady decrease in German immigra- 
tion. In 1882, 250,630 entered the United 
States from that country, while in 
1896, only 22,533 arrived.

SPRING HILL DIGGERS REFUSE TO 
LEAVE THEIR WORK. 


Oak Hill Sympathizers Formally De- 
clare a Strike—Large Meeting 
Held at Canonsburg—Turtle 
Creek Twaddle, 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

PITTSBURH, Aug. 11.—The Oak 
Hill miners, whose wages are with- 
held by the De Armitt Cy ympany, yes- 
terday because they f.cuck, met at 
Newton last night and formaliy de- 
cClared a strike after denouncing ithe 
company. They say they will remain 
out until the district price of 69 cents 
is paid. In spite of this, more men 
were at work this morning than at any 
time since the marchers appeared. De 
Armitt has received several threaten- 
ing letters recently. 

The fact *vet wade public that the 
men at Work in the Spring Hill mine 
at Dempster, that of Boyd & Co., were 
getting 69 cents, has further compli- 
cated the strike situation. This rate 
has been paid since July 16. There 
are ninety-nine men at work in this 
mine, and 200 mine-wagons are mined 
This is dumped diréctly 
into the tenders of the locomotives on 
the Pénnsylvania Railroad. An 4ffort 
will be made by the strikers to get 
the miners out, but the latter say 
they will continue at work. | 

The last novement of the strikers in- 
dicates that the miners’ leaders have 
abandoned all hope of drawing the 
coke region into the strike, and have 
adopted a plan of using the cokers to 
assist the sirikers in a more profitable 
way. Committees have been in the 
coke region all week collecting money 


‘and provisions. 


The headquarters of the district offi- 
ciais of the. United Mine Workers in 
this city are still besieged with piteous 
arpeals for aid from’ the starving 
women and children of the striking 
miners. More than $1000 worth of. pro- 
visions have been distributed the Jast 
two days, and the requests for a 
are way in excess of means to respond. 
Around the Buenola mine and along 
the Wheeling division of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad the suffering seems 
to he worst -In many homes there 
seems to be nothing but dry bread to 
eat, and in some cases not even this. 

A large meeting was held at Can- 
nonsburg today, where both the Boone 
and Allison mines have resumed opera- 
tions in ful). 3 

The striking miners who were for- 
merly employed by the’New York and 
Cleveland Gas Coal Company met this 
afternoon and formed a permanent or- 
ganization, and appointed a committee 
from each mine to take charge of the 
strike at those mines. Following the 
organization they attended a meeting 
at Turtle Creek, addressed by Mrs. 
Jones of Chicago, at. which 3000 miners 
and their wives were present from the 
different sections of the district. 

The feature of the meeting was the 
crowning of Emma Haas with a 
wreath of daisies by Mrs. Jones, who 
presented her to the miners as the 
“Joan of Arc of America.” This is 
the sixteen-year-old cripple who came 
into prominence through firing a pistol 
as the miners marched past her home 
on their daily visits to the mines. 

CONFLICTING REPORTS. 

WHEELING (W. Va.,) Aug. 11.—Re- 
ports from Kanawha Valley are con- 
flicting. Organizers claim that they 
have the best of it, and that all miners 
will be out by Saturday. On the other 
hand, disinterested persons say that a 
large number of miners returned to.

REMOVAL OF OFFICIALS, 


REGULATIONS PRESCRIBED BY THE 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


Written Charges Must Be Forwarded 
to Washington and the Accused | 
Must also Be Furnished With a 
Copy Thereof—Written Defense. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury today issued 
the following, circular providing for 
the enforcement of the provisions of 
the executive order of July 27, 1897, 
as to removals from the classified ser- 
vice: 

“The attention of supervising offi- 
cers and agents of this department 
is called to so much of the executive 
order of July 27, 1897, as is amendatory 
of civil-service rule 11 and provides 
as follows: : 

“No removal shall be made from 
any position subjected to competitive 
examination except for just cause and 
upon written charges filed with the 
head of the department, or other ap- 
pointing officer, and of which the ac- 
cused shall have full notice and an op- 
portunity to make defense.’ 

“In view of the foregoing, when any 
officer, agent, clerk or employé in the 
service of this department shall ap- 
pear to the officer or agent charged 
with the supervision of his official con- 


-duct to be guilty of such dereliction of 


duty, delinquency, or misconduct, or 
shall prove inefficient to such an ex- 
tent as to seem to justify the removal 
of such person from the service, or his 
reduction in grade, it shall be the 
duty of such supervising officer to im- 
mediately forward to this office written 
charges and such specifications de- 
tailing fully and explicitly the reasons 
for removal or reduction. } 
“At the same time a complete copy 
of the charges and specifications will 
be furnished to the accused, with the 
information that such defense as is 
desired to be made in the premises 
must be submitted to the supervising 
officers for transmission to this office 
within three days from the date of re- 
ceipt of the copy .the written 
charges. 
“Whenever it is impracticable to 
present a copy of the charges to the 
accused in person, it will be sent by 


‘registered mail, and the receipt cire- 


fully preserved. The fact that the ac- 
cused has thus been furnished with a 
complete copy of the charges and in- 
formed of the opportunity to make de- 
fense as above set forth will be re- 
ported to this office at the same time 
that the written copy of charges is 
forwarded to the accused as aforesaid. 

“In the event that the accused fails 
to mail such written defense to the 
supervising officer within the time 
above specified, it will be assumed that 
such person does not desire to embrace 
the opportunity thus afforded. The 
written defense will be delivered in 
person when practicable, otherwise it 
should be forwarded to the supervising 
officer by registered mail, and after 
due examination, transferred to this 
office accompanied by a letter of super- 
vising officer, submitting his views 
in the matter of defense and making 
such recommendations as the circum- 
stances and the nature’ of the defense 
may seem to warrant. 

‘When the circumstances are such as 


_to render it evident that the interests 


of the service wi] be better subserved 
by immediately “elieving the accused 
from duty, pending action on the 
charges, that course will be pursued, in 


which case the action taken will be 
promptly reported to this office. 
“Supervising officers will furnish 


each officer, agent, clerk or employé 
within their respective jurisdictions 
with a copy of this circular, and en- 
= strict compliance with its provis- 
ons.” 

The number of employés in the 
classified service of the Treasury De- 
partment is 11,564.

THE MEXICO'S CREW. 


BROUGHT DOWN TO SEATTLE BY 
STEAMER TOPEKA. 


Capt. Thomas Prefers to Make No 
Extended Statement About the 
Loss of His Vessel. 


WAS ABED WHEN SHE STRUCK. 


PASSENGERS ARE COMMENDED FOR 
THEIR COOLNESS. 


John Thomas Runs Amuck — Wil- 
merding School Site Chosen—Mrs,. 
Schofield’s First Husband. 
Examiner Men. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] _ 

SEATTLE, Aug. 11.—The steamer To- 
peka from Alaska arrived here early 
this morning, bringing the crew of 
the steamer Mexico, wrecked near 
Sitka. When seen this morning Capt. 
Thomas of the Mexico preferred to give 
out no extended statement concerning 
the loss of the Mexico pending investi- 
gation to be made this afternoon by 
Insvector W. J. Bryant. 

The captain was in bed when the 
accident oecurred, about 4:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning. From the time the 
steamer struck the rock until it disap- 
peared beneath the waves, about two 
hours elapsed, Capt. Thomas and Pilot 
Connell being the last to leave the 
sinking ship. The self-control of the 
passengers was commended by Capt. 
Thomas. He said there was no unnec- 
essary excitement. The passengers 
were aroused and put in the boats with 
as many of their personal effects as 
possible. 

Percy Higgenbotham, who went up 
on the Mexico as far as Dyea and 
came back on the Topeka today, de- 
scribes in a graphic manner the sinking 
of the ill-fated vessel. He said: 

“The vessel went on a rock early in 
the morning, and when the officers said 
that the passengers had better take 
to the lifeboats every one was cvo! 
and calm, and the ladies, when going 
down the lecder over the side of the 
steamer to get into the small boais, 
sang Christian Endeavor songs. 

“The captain was cool, but could not 
realize that his boat was doomed. 
Some one rushed to him and asked: 
‘Can I get my baggage in a small 
boat?’ ‘Calm yourself,’ said Capt. 
Thomas. ‘You had better get in the 
small boat yourself, and leave your 
baggage to take care of itself. It is 
impossible that the Mexico will sink.’ 
Some other passengers rushed to him 
for advice later, and the captain said: 
‘Take no chances, but get into the 


boat. I am going-to save my ship if 
>. ge She wili not sink, she cannot 
sink.’ 


“Within twenty -minutes after the 
shock the steamer’s hold was filled 
with water, and baggage was floating 
around. We could_hear the swish of 


water and cculd feel the steamer set; 


tling. 

“Just two hours” and ten minutes 
after the rock was struck, the Mexico’s 
bow sank out of sight. Then the 
bow bobbed up again and her stern 
sank. Suddenly the bow shot upward 
in a perpendicular line, and the Mexico 
went to the bottom like a shot, stern 
first. The lifeboats then pulled for 
Percy Island. thirteen miles distant, 
where the passengers were landed on 
a rock, and had something to eat. 
Then the long row was renewed, and 
the passengers were landed at Met- 
lakatla, seventeen miles from the 
island and thirty miles from the point 
where the vessel went down, and 
where ail remained until the arrival

A TERRIFIC SHOCK... 

VICTORIA (B. .C.,) Aug. 11.—The 
steamer Mexico, which was wrecked at 
‘the entrance of Sitka Harbor at 4 
a.m., August 5, had been running at 
half-speed because of the dense fog, 
until a few minutes before the rock 
was struck. Pilot Connels then rang 
for full steam ahead, and soon after 
there was a terrific shock on the star- 
board quarter. So great was the mo- 
mentum that the ship’ was carried 
through the reef, which it is believed 
was the West Devil rocks, and into the 
deep water beyond. 

Instantly there was a call of the 
erew, and without the slightest con- 
fusion, the seventy-five passengers on 
board were safely placed in the ship’s 
boats. Soon after the vessel struck 
the fog cieared, and it was bright and 
sunshinvy when she went down. There 
was no excitement on board. The pas- 
sengers and watch below were awak- 
ened by the shock. The alarm was 
given and all were quickly dressed, and, 
reassured by the coolness of the offi- 
cers, awaited their turn to enter the 
boats. The vessel was valued at about 
$100,000. 

INVESTIGATION NEEDED. 

SEATTLE, Aug. 11.—It will require 
an inquiry by the government in- 
spector of hulls to determine the facts 
and circumstances of the wrecking of 
the Pacific Coast Steamship Company’s 
steamer Mexico at the entrance to 
Dixon’s Sound on the morning of Au- 
gust 5. Various tales have been told 
of the accident, and several theories 
have been advanced. It was stated 
with seeming authority that the rock 
which was the cause of the Mexico’s 
undoing was the West Devil Rock and 
‘that it is shown on the charts. The 
first accounts of the disaster sent out 
from Victoria are to the effect that the 
rock was hidden beneath the waves 
and was not down on the charts. 
Dixon’s Sound is on the inside route to 
Alaska, and has been considered an 
open highway. 

It was stated on the authority of Dr. 
‘Boswell D. Anderson, a passenger on 
the Mexico, that the steamer’s course 
was changed so as to send her outside 
in the hope of saving sixteen hours on 
the trip. The change was made by 
the captain as a result of a _ petition 


circulated by the Christian Endeavor 


excursionists on the boat, who were 
anxious to reach Seattle before’ the 
time limit of their return tickets to the 
East had expired. 

Pilot Cornell is an experienced navi- 
gator and has been employed in these 
waters for a number of years. He was 
on watch, and Capt. Thomas was in 
his stateroom. Therefore the responsi- 
bility rested upon the pilot. The Board 
of Inquiry began taking testimony to- 
day. Pilot Cornell was called and tes- 
tified. The hearing was conducted in 
the office of Inspector Bryant and be- 
hind closed doors.

Philippine Governor-General’s Ulti- 
matuam—Naval Officer’s Suicide.

question of exchange, which has not 
improved with the arrival of the new 
insular money.” 

The same chamber has convoked a 
public meeting for the 15th inst. of all 
merchants in Manila in order to elicit 
public opinion.on the loan about to be 
raised for the archipelago, and what 


had best be done.to solve the present 


crisis in exchange. 

A gambling scandal in which several 
police officials are involved is now cre- 
ating a sensation at Hongkong. One 
official who, it is claimed, made $2 a 
day for permitting gambling games to 
run, has been committed for trial and 
several other officers have been sus- 
pended. 

The Hongkong and Shanghai Bank 
has declared a dividend of £1, 5s., for 
the last half-year, and will carry for- 
ward the last sum.

Details of the Fight Between the 
Anglo-Egyptian Troops and the 
Dervishes—British Officers Killed. 
Mohammed Zein Captured. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

CAIRO, Aug. 11.—[By African Ca- 
ble.] Official dispatches from Assouan 
on the Nile, near the first cataract, 
give details of the capture of Abu 
Hamed on August 7 by the Anglo- 
Egyptian troops under Col. Hunter, 
after an eighteen hours’ march from 
Merawi. 

After carrying the high ground over- 
looking the town, the Anglo-Egyptian 
troops advanced to the attack upon 
the village. A stubborn house-to-house 
fight ensued, and Col. Hunter was 
obliged to bring up the artillery be- 
fore it was possible to carry the posi- 
tion. The total loss was 21 killed and 
60 wounded, of which the Tenth 
Soudanese Battalion lost 14 killed, 
among them two British officers, and 
34 wounded. 

J. H. A. Sidney _ fell mortally 
wounded while leading his men to the 
attack, and died in five minutes, Lieut. 
Fitzclarence was shot almost at the 
same moment through the heart. 
Three Egyptian officers received se- 
vere gunshot wounds. 

The village is a network of crowded 
houses and twisting, narrow alleys, so 
that most of the fighting was done at 
the point of the bayonet. The Der- 
vishes repeatedly charged through the 
narrow streets. Finally, their cavalry 
having lost over half their number, 
followed by about one hundred infan- 
try, they fled. The Dervish commander, 
Mohammed Zein, was captured. An- 
other well-known emir stubbornly de- 
fended himself with his followers in a 
strongly-fortified house, and was only 
killed at last when the house was de- 
stroyed by the artillery. 

A large number of prisoners, arms, 
standards, camels and horses, with 
other property, were taken.-

The Mercantile Safe Deposit Com- | 


pany holds 351,073 ounces of silver bul- 
lion, against which 351 certificates are 
ouistanding. The St. Louis, saing for 
Europe today, will take 681,000 ounces 
of silver, shipped by the following 
houses: Fuller & Co., 250,000 ounces;

‘ounces; Handy & Harmon, 50,000, and 


Lewisohn Bros., 31,000 ounces. 

Cable advices from London said 
there was no actual agreement for gold 
shipments to the United States, but 
inguiries in that direction have been 
made. 

The new phase that has been given 
to the coinage and currency question 
by the market decline in the price of 
silver is causing a wide discussion in 
financial circles. Several questions 
arise as to the effect it will have on 
the free coinage of silver problem, an 
issue that, according to the free-silver 
advocates, was laid aside in the recent 
election; again, on the possible change 
of standard in Mexico, rumors of 
which are current, but: more particu- 
larly on’the situation in Japan, which 
country on October 1, 1897, will adopt 
the gold standard. Gokuro Nagasaki, 
special agent for the Yokohama Specie 
Bank in this city, said, in connection 
with the recent fall of silver: 

“Hiad Japan remained a silver coun- 
try, there would have been every. 
chance cf her incurring loss in trading 
with gold countries, on account of the 
fluctuations of exchange, and as Japan 
forges to the front, the necessity for 
greater facilities for monetary transfer 


As felt. Heretofore the exchange, both 


in China and Japan, followed the rise 
and fall of silver, while now, — with 
the great fall in the price of silver, 
China shows a great falling-off in ex- 
change, while Japan remains. the 
same.” 

“What effect will the drop in silver 
have on the arbitrary value of 32 to 1 
already fixed by the Japanese govern- 
ment?” 

“A loss is immediately seen, for at 
the ratio of 32 to 1 the value of silver 
is 2914d. sterling. Silver is now quoted 
at 25%d.. which brings it to the ratio 
of 36.6 te 1, and shows a loss of over 
10 per cent. already to the government, 
but with the amount of silver and 
notes in circulation a 10-per-cent. loss 
would hzxrdly serve to embarrass 
country with a national currency rev- 
enue of 100,000,000 yen, even if it all 
could come at once, which it un- 
doubtedly cannot. 

“The loss, too, looks greater than it 
actually would prove to be, for this 
reason. The new coinage will be 


adopted, and as they stopped 


suing silver yen, on being redeemed 
they can be reissued as subsidiary 
coins, care being taken to issue only 
enough to satisfy the requirements of 
circulation. 

“Their silver yen now being 90 per 
cent. pure, will serve as bullion for 
the reissuing of new coin, and the new

government has taken a long step in } 


the right direction by making the gold 
and silver coins relatively of the same 
value, accomplishing it by reducing the 
size of the gold yen one-half.”

HE WANTED TO TALK. 


WITT OBJECTED TO BREVITY IN 
A POPULIST CONVENTION, 


Great Excitement and Police Prevail 
in the Gathering at Columbus, O. 
ChargesAffecting Senator Hanna, 
Coxey Nominated for Governor, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 1 

COLUMBUS (O.,). Aug.  11.—The 
Populist State Convention opened to- 
day with Mr. Witt demanding more 
than five minutes to speak on charges 
to the effect that certain ‘‘middle-of- 
the-road”’ delegates were there in the 
interest of Senator Hanna to Keep the 
convention from indorsing the State 
Democratic ticket. The chair refused 
to grant more time, the delegates told 
him to sit down, and finally -Martin 
Krumm undertook to put: him down 
Witt resisted, and George Riddle of 
Columbus seized the chair. Pandemo- 
nium reigned, and a policeman sepa- 
rated the ‘combatants. 

‘As Witt again demanded more time 
when order was restored, a squad of 
police was summoned. Al. anti-fusion 
delegates were seated. 


MORE ABOUT IT. 


COLUMBUS (O.,) Aug. 11.—Fusion 
was repudiated today by the Populists 
of Ohio in a manner so emphatic as to 
leave no chance ‘for controversy re- 
garding the future policy of the party. 
The Populist State Convention, by, an 
overwhelming majority severed thé al- 
liance made a year ago with the Dem- 
ocracy on the free-silver issue, and 
nominated a full State ticket, headed 
by Jacob Coxey of Cammonweal fame, 
for Governor. 

Turbulent scenes marked the opening 
of the. convention this morning. The 
anti-fusionists had swept everything 
before them, capturing the temporary 
and permanent organizations and all 
the committees, and they were on their 
Nor was the policy adopted by 
the fusionists calculated to temper the 
feeling which had been aroused among 
the ‘‘middle-of-the-road’’ delegates. 
The threat of the fusionists to explode a 
bomb in the convention was like flaunt- 
ing a red flag, and when the convention 
assembled the delegates were ready 
for any surprise that might be sprung. 

The report of the Committee on Rules 
and Order of Business brought out the 
promised sensation. The report pro- 
vided that no speech should exceed 
five minutes, regardless of the subject 
discussed. Several delegates joined in 
a protest against this provision, claim- 
ing that it was contrary to the funda- 
mental principles of the People’s party, 
and an amendment was reported to 
strike out of the report the obnoxious 
section. 

Finally, Peter Witt of Cleveland se- 
cured recognition from Chairman Seitz, 
and, mounting a chair, proceeded to de- 
nounce the committee making the re- 
port, and asserted that the convention 
had been bought out by Mark Hanna. 
He claimed he had proof that dele- 
gates had been bribed by the Repub- 
licans, and he had the proof, provided 
he was given an opportunity to pro- 
duce it. The matter could not be pre- 
sented in five minutes, nor discussed in 
that time, and te charged shat the 
committees report was aimed to pre- 
vent it. 

As Witt waved aloft in his hand a 
piece of paper which he claimed was a 
check that had been given one of the 
delegates by an agent of Mark Hanna, 
he launched into a bitter invective 
against the anti-fusionists, charging 
that all of them had been corrupted by 
Hanna money. A score of delegates 
were on their feet in an instant, crowd- 
ing around the chair on which Witt 
stood. When one of the delegates at- 
tempted to pull Witt off the chair, the 
latter struck at the delegate, and a 
general melee ensued, in which several 
blows were exchanged and chairs 
raised aloft in a threatening manner.

A policeman who was present rushed 
in and interrupted hostilities, and a 
few minutes later a platoon of police 


} reached the convention hall, and Witt 


proceeded, after quiet had been re- 
stored, with a bluecoat in each aisle, 
The police remained until the conven- 
tion took a final adjournment. : 

The anti-fusionists were not in the 
least dismayed by the charges that 
had been made, and the report of the 


Committee on Rules and Order of 
Business was adopted in its original 
form by a vote of 535 to 170, which 


was the first accurate showing of the 
relative strength of the factions. 

The convention then effected a per- 
manent organization, Temporary Chair- 
man John Seitz of Tiffin and Tempor- 
ary Secretary A. S. Leightwater of 
Newe Philadelphia being made perma- 
nent officers. From that time on the 
fusionists, though in the minority, 
were very much in evidence, but their 
efforts resulted in nothing except to 
delay the proceedings of the conven- 
tion. | 

The resolutions adopted reaffirm the 
Populist platform adopted by the 
Omaha and St. Louis conventions, and 
took issue on several matters of local 
interest. Before the morning session 
closed a_ resolution was 
the appointment of a 
committee to investigate a charge 
made on the floor of the convention 
that delegates had been corrupted. The - 
fusionists who made the charge op- 
posed an investigation by a commit- 
tee, claiming that it should be made 
in open convention. Peter Witt was 
one of the five men appointed on the 
committee. 

At the afternoon session the follow-

The convention remained in session 
until after 6 o’clock, awaiting the re- 
port of the Investigating Committee, 
but it was not forthcoming and the 
convention adjourned sine die with the 
understanding that the committee 
would report to the State Central Com- 
mittee. 

THE INVESTIGATION. 


Rev. J. H. Taylor and Hugo Preyor. 
of Cleveland, both fusionists, were the 
principal witness before the Investigat- 
ing Committee. Taylor stated he had 
heard the Republicans were spending 
some money to assist the anti-fusion- 
Populists, and he determined to find 
out the truth of it. He said he went 
to a Maj. Charles Dick and told him 
the Populists were dissatisfied with the 
Democratic compaign and suggested 
that fusion might be broken up. He 
referred to Hugo Pryor as a promi- 
nent Populist: whose services would be 
worth securing, and arranged for a 
conference later between Maj. Dick 
and Pryor and himself. At the confer- 
ence he claimed Maj. Dick agreed to 
pay the expenses of headquarters, lite 
erature, etc., of the anti-fusion Popu- 
lists at the State convention. Maj. Dick 
asked him if they needed any money 
for expenses, and Pryor said he did 
not. Taylor accepted $25 and a railroad 
ticket. 

Pryor stated to the committee that

STRANGE STORY OF DUPLICITY 
FROM SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


A Veteran of the War Visits the In- 
stitution and Makes a 
Discovery. 


ANOTHER MAN IN HIS PLACE. | 


THE USURPER PROVES TO BE AN 
OLD ACQUAINTANCE, 


He Confesses and Will Be Turned 
Over to the Federal Authorities 
for Stealing a Soldier’s 
Name and Record, 


John C. Svenningsen, @ veteran of the 
civil war, lately returned from South 
America, after a long residence in 
Chile, visited the Soldiers’ Home at 
Santa Monica last Tuesday in search 
of old army comrades, and was as- 
tounded to find that he himself had 
been registered as an inmate of that in- 
stitution for more than two years. 

On making his identity known to the 
home officials he was soon confronted 
by his double, who was recognized as 
an acquaintance of more than thirty 
years ago, and confessed to a usurpa- 
tion of Svenningsen’s name and army 


record. 

The result of the discovery and ex- 
posure is that Peter Mikelsen, an aged 
inmate of the Soldiers’ Home, is under 
arrest, subject to prosecution by the 
United States government for fraudu- 
lently enjoying the hospitality of Uncle 
Sam. 

The story is an interesting one and 
has created no end of gossip among 
the old soldiers. It is in substance 
as follows: 

A visitor from San Francisco strolling 
about the home grounds on Tuesday, 
conceived a desire to ascertain whether 
any soldiers of the regiment in which 
he had served during the war were 
members of the home. He was directed 
to the adjutant’s office, where he was. 
shown the register by States (a book 
containing information of the nature 
he wanted,) over the pages of which 
he pored until he found the roster of 
his own regiment, the First New York 
Infantry. Suddenly placing his finger 
upon an entry on the page before him, 
he exclaimed: ‘‘Why, here’s my own 
name!” 

A few pertinent questions on the 
part of Adjt. Wayman elicited the 
fact that another individual claiming 
the name of John C. Svenningsen had 
fraudulently obtained admission to the 
home, and that the real John C, Sven- 
ningsen, late Co. I, First New York 
Infantry, stood before him. 

The home records show that J. C. 
Svenningsen was admitted to the 
home May 21, 1894.. The individual in 
the habit of answering to this name 
at roll-call admitted ‘the deception 
when confronted by the real Svenning- 
sen, and said his own name was Peter 
Mikelsen. Svenningsen then remem- 
bered that upon his return from the 
war, in 1864, he had been met by this 
same Mikelsen and induced to take 
board with him at his place, located 
at No. 6 Morris street, New York City. 
Mikelsen is 75 years of age and very 
decrepit, while Svenningsen is but 58 
years old and of robust build, hence the 
deception is all the more remarkable. 

After the exposé of the fraud, Mikel- 
sen was placed in durance subject to 
the action of the Federal authorities. 
Svenningsen saw the special United 
States Pension Commissioner in this 
city yesterday afternoon, and laid the 
case before him. The commissioner 
took Svenningsen’s affidavit and said 
he would = enter a complaint against 
Mikelsen in the United States court. 
Svenningsen, when_ seen at his lodg- 
ings at No. 113 West Second street 
yesterday evening, said: 

“IT am very sorry for Mikelsen, and 
have no desire to see him punished. 
He is a poor old man, and entitled 
to sympathy on account of his age, if 
for nothing else. I hope the govern- 
ment will let him off easy. I did not 
want to start any prosecution against 
him, and would not have done so, ex- 
cept to protect my own rights. I can- 
not afford to let another usurp my 
record as @ soldier and my right to a) 
pension, or shelter in the National 
Home, if by reason of age or disabil- 
ity, I should ever be in need of it. 
After the old fellow owned up every- 
thing and I saw how badly he felt 
over his exposure, I told him I was 
sorrv I did not stay in South America. 

“T lived thirteen years in Chile, work- 
ing at my trade, blacksmithing. Be- 
fore I came to California, about a 
year ago, I applied to the American 
Consul to investigate my chances to 
get a pension, and when the reply 
came was informed that somebody 
seemed to be drawing a pension 6n ‘my 
account already. I could not under- 
stand how that could be, but let the 
matter rest. 

“T arrived here from San Francisco. 
Tuesday morning and having nothing to 
do, went down to the Soldiers’ Home 
to see if I could find any olf com- 
rades. It takes a pretty hard blow 
to knock me down, but when I saw my 
own name on the register as an .in- 
mate of the home, I confess I was 
staggered. 

“TI suppose *I will have to stay here 
to give evidence against him. hut if 
I had my way I would drop the mat- 
ter. except in so far as having my 
identity established.” 

Svenningsen is a powerfully-built 
man of frank and pleasing address. 
He was in Chile during the revolution, 
and for some years k7fore and after. 
He never relinquishen his American 
citizenship, however, and has now re- 
turned to California .0O make his 
home. His Meeting with his old board- 
ing-master, Pete Mikelsen. after so 
many years’ separation under such pe- 
culiar circumstances, forms one of the 
strangest incidents in the history of the 
Santa Monica Soldiers’ Home.

Sad Ending of a Young Woman’s

Death from morphine poisoning, self- 

inflicted, with suicidal intent, brought 

to a close the ruined life of a young

street, yesterday morning. 

Mrs. Ross was a daughter of 8S. M. 
Wall of San Bernardino, and Was an 
incurable morphine fiend, and by mor- 
phine she ended her misery. 

At the inquest which-was held yés- 
terday at Kregelo & Bresee’s the infors 
mation was developed ‘that the unfor- 
tunate woman left her home in San 
Bernardino about five years ago and 
went to Arizona, where she led an: un- 
chaste life and acquired the morphine 
habit. About a year ago she returned

JAPAN ON A GOLD BASIS. 

From the first of October next the 
financial system of the Empire of 
Japan will rest upon a gold basis. 
Preparations having that end in view 
are being pushed with all possible dis- 
patch. The mints are busy coining 
gold pieces in anticipation of the 
change, and the entire currency system 
will be remodeled to conform in a gen- 
eral way to the systems of the more ad- 
vanced nations of the earth. Silver 
will be coined, but not on a free and 
unlimited basis, nor at a ratio of 16 
to 1. It will be employed in a sub- 
sidiary capacity, based upon the gold 
'gtandard, and the amount of silver 
coinage will be so guarded and limited 
as to insure the integrity and parity 
of the coins issued.

LAND PATENTS AND THEIR LIMITA~+ 


TIONS. : 

Tne TIMES is in receipt of a com- 

munication embodying the following 
questions: 
1. Does the government, in issuing 
patents to agricultural or any other 
land, reserve any or all mineral found 
therein at any future time? 

2. If A owns land in fee simple, can 
B enter on said land to mine gold in 
spite of A’s protests? 
3. Does not a deed from the United 
States government protect the owner 
against all comers, except, perhaps, the 
right of eminent domain? 

(1.) No. If the agriculturist to 
whom a patent is issued for agricul- 
tural land does not violate the non- 
mineral affidavit, which he is required 
to take on making his entry, he can- 
not be disturbed in the possession of 
the land. The only reservations made 
by the government are those pre- 
Scribed in the patent, which is issued 
“subject to any vested and accrued 
water-rights for mining, agricultural, 
manufacturing or other purposes, and 
rights to ditches and reservoirs used 
in connection with such water-rights 
as may be recognized and acknovwl- 
edged by the local customs, laws and 
decisions of courts; and also subject 
to the right of the proprietor of a vein 
or lode to extract and remove his cre 
therefrom, should the same be found 
to penetrate or intersect the premises 
hereby granted as provided by law. 
And there is reserved from the lands 
hereby granted a right-of-way thereon 
for ditches or canals constructed by the 
authority of the United States.” Sup- 
-ject to these reservations, the title of 
a patentee, his heirs, executors and as- 
signs, is absolute. |

PRACTICAL CHRISTIANITY. 

Rev. J. H. Dunean, a clergyman of 
Wathena, Kan., a few Sundays ago 
preached a short but extremely prac- 
tical sermon, somewhat out of the 
usual line, but straight to the point. 
After the preliminary exercises, in lieu 
of the regular sermon, Rev. Duncan 
said: 

“Brethren: I believe in worshiping 
God; but a heavy rain is coming up, 
and Neighbor Rappeley’s wheat is in 
danger. We will close the services 
and help him stack it.” 

Many a longer sermon has contained 
less of militant Christianity than this. 
The congregation of Rev. Duncan ad- 
journed forthwith to the wheat fields 
of Neighbor Rappeley and worked 
with a will, the result being that Neigh- 
bor Rappeley’s wheat was saved from 
destruction. Whether the congregation 
returned to the church and resumea 
the services after the wheat-stacking 
episode is not recorded. But at all 
events the wheat was saved and Neigh- 
bor Rappeléy, in his gratitude, should 
be willing to contribute liberally to the 
support of the church which came to 
his rescue at a critical moment. 

This incident, trifling in itself, serves 
to point a moral and to illustrate some 
important truths.. The Sabbath is un- 


ing the silver standard for the- safer 
and more substantial basis of gold is 
significant. Japan has but recently 
awakened from the isolation and 
lethargy of ages, to take a position 
among the enlightened and puissant 
nations of the earth. Her statesmen 
have made a patient and exhaustive 
study of the financial systems of all the 
leading nations, and have arrived at 
definite and intelligent conclusions as 
to the wisest and most advantageous 
financial policy. The step which Japan 
has taken is not the result of a sudden 
impulse nor a sentimental vagary. It 
is based on solid considerations of 
business interest and wise statesman- 
ship. If Japan is to march in «the pro- 
cession of great. and enlightened na- 
tions, her currency must conform to 
the world’s recognized standards. This 
important truth has been recognized 
by Japan, and her statesmen have gov- 
erned themselves accordingly. 

There are indications that Mexico 
may in the near future be obliged to 
abandon the silver standard. If the 
price of silver goes much lower than it 
fis at present, such a step will be in- 
evitable. Silver is likely to depreciate 
rather than to appreciate, and its 
abandonment by Mexico as a standard 
of value is regarded by many able 
financiers as only a question of time, 
China will then be the only nation of 
consequence adhering to the silvar 
standard, and may find it advisable to 
_ drop that standard for gold. 

The “silver issue” is not merely 
dead; It is decayed and disintegrated, 
and will soon “smell bad.”

questionably a wise and beneficent in- 
stitution, even if it be regarded from 
a purely secular point of view. As a 
religious institution it is confessedly 
sacred, and is entitled to immunity 
from profanation. But there are cir- 
cumstances under which its rigid ob- 
servance as a day of rest may properly 
be modified or suspended. 

The congregation of the Rev. Dun- 
can, in turning in and saving Neighbor 
Rappeley’s wheat from destruction ~by 
a Kansas rainstorm, served the Lord 
more acceptably, beyond a doubt, than 
they would have done had they re- 
mained in their pews and listened to 
a learned dessertation on the sacred- 
ness of the Sabbath day, or on some 
kindred theme.

NEBRASKA PROSPERITY. 
The State of Nebraska seems des- 
tined to be prosperous in spite of the 
calamity wails and the dubious prog- 


“nostications of W. J. Bryan and his 


silvercrat admirers, supporters and 
satellites. The State of Nebraska can- 
not keep out of the procession which 
is marching to the joyous music of pro- 
tection, prosperity and progress, if it 
would. Bro, Bryan and his bewhis- 
kered, wild-eyed compeers of the Popu- 
list persuasion will “view with alarm” 
the rising tide of prosperity; they will 
protest that it isn’t genuine, and will 
sit up on their haunches by night and 
by day, like coyotes on a barren knoll, 
to indulge in prolonged ululations of 
despair and lugubrious prophecies of 
impending disaster. But their  pro- 
testations, their ululations and their 
dismal forebodings will be in vain. The 
procession will move on just the same, 
and Nebraska will be “strictly im it.”

He tells 
a remarkable story of general pros- 


Japerity, which reaches not only the 


cities, but the rural districts. He says: 

“The crops are certainly enormous, 
but the general air of prosperity can- 
not be wholly attributable to this 
source. I found a great building re- 
vival in the towns and almost a boom 
in the larger cities. I was told fre- 
quently, in response to my’ queries, 
that business was good, money plenti- 
ful, and everybody branching out in 
new enterprises. Best of all, I found 
the tendency everywhere in the agri- 
cultural communities to be in favor of 
a return to old party lines and a gen- 
eral disposition to concede the silver 
issue to be dead. I was told in many 
sections—whére a year ago the whole 
country was wild over silver-and where 


a silver orator always found a crowd |. 


ready to hear him—that the leaders 
now are unable to make the one-time 
silver men attend even the county con- 
ventions. When this following was re- 
minded that they pledged last year to 
perpetuate their silver leagues and 
similar organizations they merely 
shrugged their shoulders and replied 
that they had no business last year 
and could afford to engage in campaign 
work; that now they are too busy to 
talk. When pressed for better reasons 
they answer boldly that they regard 
silver, as a national issue, absolutely 
dead and that as long as business re- 
mains: good they are willing to vote 
along old party lines. The sentiment 
in favor of forcing Bryan to get off 
the lecture platform seems to be deat 
eral among his old-time leaders; they 
say if silver is not dead as a national 
issue Bryan will kill it.” —s 
George Hoadley of New York, who 
recently took a trip through the State, 
tells a similar,story. He found an ex- 
traordinary hopeful feeling prevailing 
in all sections, with evidences of reviv- 
ing business activity on every hand. 
Speaking of these conditions, he said: 
“Certainly it cannot be wholly due to 
the good crops, though they are enor- 
mous. It issomething more. The feel- 
ing of good times is too deep rooted. 
People are not par-. 
ticularly talking good times; they are 
too busy. The towns are just as busy 
as is the country. If you attempt to 
talk politics you are laughed at. In 
fact, the people are tired of ‘politics. 
Certainly I discerned a general dis- 
position to ignore the silver issue. As 
in New York State, it is conceded to 
be dead. We are licked and badly 
licked, and that is all there is to it. 
Certainly all silver men whom I have 
talked with in Nebraska feel that way. 
“However, there is a strong disposi- 
tion to reunite the Democratic party, 
and I-will be much surprised if this 
does not come about first from the 
West. They feel keenly the disasters 
to the party, and leaders on both sides 
are ready to get together and make the 
best of the situation. The Democrats, 
united, feel that they can scarry the 
State. Certainly the wave of prosper- 
ity has struck Nebraska hard, and it 
looks as if it had come to stay.” 
William C. Meikle, a prominent in- 
vestor of Omaha, who represents a 
number of wealthy corporations which 
loan money in the Western States, de- 
clares in an interview that ‘his clients 
are now willing to loan, money on Ne- 
braska securities in large amounts, al- 
though for two years past they have 
been calling in everything in the State 
and lending absolutely nothing. Mr. 
Meikle says: | 


“One of my clients talked to me 
about a great corporation with $50,- 
000,000 capital which has been organ- 
ized in Philadelphia for the purpose of 
manufacturing a variety of articles 
from cornstalks. He declared that the 
success of this experiment had in- 
creased the prices of the Nebraska 
land on which his company held mort- 
gages about $7 an acre. This, of 
course, applies to that land capable 
of raising corn. This’ enterprise 
shortly will establish several big fac- 
tories in the West, of which one will 
be at Omaha. There is no disputing 
the business improvements in this part 
of the West. I do not look for a 
boom, but for a véry healthy improve- 
ment generally through which all work 
and all classes will be benefited. East- 
ern investors feel the improvement 


even more distinctly than we do out 


here. They are in the closest touch 
with money channels. They drew in 
their money when the hard times 
threatened in this section some time 
before we realized it here and now they 
are releasing their funds before we 
realize it, because their superior oppor- 
tunities for discerning approaching 
changes in the financial world enables 
them to see further than we do.” 
Testimony from other sources is of 
similar import. President George 
Payne of the Fidelity Trust Company 
of Omaha, declares that mortgages 
which his cempany owns are being 
paid in full as they mature; that there 
seems to be plenty of money in circula- 
tion, and that the agricultural com- 
‘munity is particularly. well off. Others 
corroborate these statements and tell 
of important enterprises which are in 
prospect, which will enlist large 
‘amounts of capital and insure the em- 
ployment of thousands of laborers in 


. the near future.

ALASKA’S CLIMATE. 


VALUABLE INFORMATION ISSUED 
BY THE WEATHER BUREAU. 


The Coast Climate is Temperate and 
Equable, but Rigorous Cold Pre- 
wails in the Interior—Four Hours 
of Daylight in Winter. 


In view of the general public inter- 
est in the Alaskan gold fields, an of- 
ficial statement concerning the climate 
of the Territory, recently issued by 
Willis L, Moore, Chief of the Weather 
Bureau, under the direction of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture James Wilson, will 
prove of much value. The information 
will be especially serviceable to those 
intending to go to Alaska. The state- 
ment is as follows: 

U. S. Department of Agriculture, 

Weather Bureau, 

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) July 29, 1897. 

The general conception of Alaskan 
climate is largely due to those who fol- 
low the sea, and this is not strange 
when we consider the vast extent of 
shore line (over 26,000 miles) possessed 
by that territory. The climates of the 
coast and the interior are unlike in 
many respects, and the differences are 
intensified in this as perhaps in few 
other countries by exceptional physical 
conditions. The natural contrast be- 
land and sea is here tremen- 
dously increased by the current of warm 
water that impinges on the coast of 
British Columbia, one branch. flowing 
northward toward Sitka, and thence 
westward to Kadiak and Shumagin 
islands. The fringe of islands that 
separates the mainland from the Pa- 
cific Ocean from Dixon Sound 
northward, and also a strip of the 
mainland for possibly twenty miles 
back from the sea, following the sweep 
of the coast as it curves to the north- 
westward to the western extremity of 
Alaska, form a distinct climatic di- 
vision, which may be termed temperate 
Alaska. 

The temperature rarely faMs to zero; | 
winter does not set in until about 
December 1, and by the last of May 
the snow has disappeared except on 
the mountains. The mean winter tem- 
perature of Sitka is 32.5 deg., but little 
less than that of Washington, D. C. 
While Sitka is fully exposed to the sea 
influence, places farther inland, but 
not over the coast range of mountains, 
as Killisnoo and Juneau, have also a 
mild temperature throughout the win- 
ter months. The temperature changes 
from month to month in temperate 
Alaska are small, not exceeding 25 
deg. from midwinter to midsummer. 
The average temperature of July, the 
warmest month of summer, rarely 
reaches 55 deg., and the highest tem- 
perature for a single day seldom 
reaches 75 deg. 

The rainfall of temperate Alaska is 
notorious the world over, not only as re- 
gards the quantity that falls, but also 
as to the manner of its falling, viz: 
In long and incessant rains and driz- 
zles. Clouds and fog naturally abound, 
there being on an average but sixty-six 
clear days in the year. 

Alaska is a land of striking con- 
trasts both in climate as well as topog- 
raphy. When the sun shines, the at- 
mosphere is remarkably clear, the 
scenic effects are magnificent, all na- 
ture seems to be in holiday attire. But 
the scene may change very quickly; 
the sky becomes overcast; the winds 
increase in force; rain begins to fall; 
the evergreens sigh ominously, and 
utter desolation and loneliness prevail. 

North of the Aleutian Islands the 
coast climate becomes more rigorous in 
winter, but in summer the difference 
is much less marked. Thus, at St. 
Michaels, a short distance above the 
mouth of the Yukon, the mean tem- 
perature is 60 deg., but 4 deg. cooler 
than Sitka. The mean summer tem- 
perature of Point Barrow, the most 
northerly point in the United States, 
is 36.8 deg., but four-tenths of a de- 
gree less than the temperature of the 
air flowing across the summit of Pikes 
Peak, Colorado. | 

The rainfall of the coast region north 
of the Yukon delta is small, diminish- 
ing to less than ten inches within the 
Arctic circle. 

The climate of the interior, including 
in that designation practically all of 
the country except a narrow fringe of 
coastal margin and the territory be- 
fore referred to as temperate Alaska, 
is one of extreme rigor in winter, with 
a brief but relatively hot summer, es- 
pecially when the sky is free from 
cloud. 

In the Klondyke region in midwinter 
the sun rises from 9:30 to 10 a.m. and 
sets from 2 to 3 p.m., the total length 
of daylight being about four hours. Re- 
membering that the sun rises but a few 
degrees above the horizon, and that it 
is wholly obscured on a great many 
days, the character of the winter 
months may easily be imagined. 

We are indebted to the United States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey for a series 
of six months’ observations on the Yu- 
kon, not far from the site of the pres- 
ent gold discoveries. The observations 
were made with standard instruments 
and are wholly reliable. The mean 
temperature of the months October, 
1889, to April, 1890, both inclusive, are 
as follows: October, 33 deg. (above 
zero;) November, 8 deg. (above zero:) 
December, 11 deg. (below zero;) Janu- 
ary, 17- deg. (below zero;) February, 
15 deg..(below zero;) March, 6 deg. 
| (above zero;) April, 20 deg. (above 
zero.) The daily mean tempera- 
ture fell and remained below the 
freezing point (32 deg.) from, November 
4, 1889, to April 21, 1890, thus giving 
168 days as the length of the closed 
season 1889-90, assuming that outdoor 
operations are controlled by tempera- 
ture only, being suspended when the 
daily mean falls to or below the freez- 
ing point.

The greatest continuous cold occurred 
in February, 1890, when the daily mean 
for five consecutive days was 7 deg. 
below zero. The weather moderated 
slightly about the ist of March, but 
the. temperature still remained below 
the freezing point. Generally cloudy 
weather prevailed, there\ being but \ 
three consecutive days in any month 
with clear weather during the whole 
winter. Snow fell on about one-third 
of the days in winter and a less num- 
ber in the early spring and late fall 
months. 

Greater cold than that here noted has 
been experienced in the United States 
for a very short time, but never has it 
continued so very cold for so long 
a time, In the interior of Alaska the 
winter sets in. as early as September, 
when snowstorms may be expected in 
the mountains and passes. Headway 
during one of these storms is impos- 
sible, and the traveler who is over- 
taken by them is indeed fortunate if he 
escapes with his life. Snowstorms of 
great severity may occur in any month 
from September ‘to May, inclusive. 

The changes of temperature from 
winter to summer are rapid, owing to 
the great increase in the length of the 
day. In May the sun rises at about 
3 a.m. and sets about 9 p.m. In June 
it rises about 1:30 in the morning and 
sets at 10:30 p.m., giving about twenty 


THE SNOW TRAIL. 


HOW TRAVELERS MUST TOIL 
ACROSS CHILCOOT PASS. 


A Letter from the Ice Gorges of 
Alaska—Written Amid Howling 
Storms in the Last Camp Before 
the Summit is Crossed. 


Fire Chief Walter H. Moore has just 
received a letter written among the 
rocks and snow drifts of the Chilcoot 
Pass by J. F. Hemp, a hardy miner 
who came down from Alaska last fall 
with $1500 taken from his claim at 
Circle City and Forty Mile, and who 
has now returned to seek further for- 
tune in the Klondyke country. The 
letter is like a breath from the North 
in its breezy energy and philosophic 
endurance of hardship and discomfort. 

Hemp writes from Sheep’s Camp, on 
March 24: “I started for the interior 
about March 12, and have made only 
twelve miles from Dyea. It has been 
so stormy we could hardly get over the 
trail. The summit is five miles above 
us, and will be hard to get over with 
our outfit. Sheep’s Camp, so named on 
account of mountain sheep driven down 
by the snow and cold, and all killed 
here by the Indians many years ago, is 
the last camping place on this side 
of the mountains. As there is no tim- 
ber or shelter above here, we must stay 
here until everything is hauled and 
packed over the mountains, and then 
wait for a pleasant day to start; over 
with our tent and grub-box. We'must 
make nine miles to timber on the other 
side before we can pitch our tents 
again. | 

“We can haul 100 pounds from here 
to the foot of the summit, four miles, 
and as every one has an outfit of 
nearly one thousand pounds, we must 
&0 over the trail ten times from here 
to the foot. Then we have to pack all 
our stuff, fifty pounds at a time, for 
a mile over the mountain, and must 
go twenty times to get our whole outfit 
over. As there is only one pleasant . 
Gay out of three or four, you see it 
takes a long time to get over this ter- 
rible mountain. After we get on the 
side do not encounter such 
storms as we do on this s | 
progress.

RAILROADS RUSHED. 


Large Increase Noted of General 
Business. 

Between the rush of business inci- 
dental to the late transcontinental and 
prevailing suburban excursions, and 
the general increase of regular busi- 
ness, the local managers of the South- 
ern Pacific transportation department 
are brought face to face with a condi- 
tion that. has not confronted them for 
many months. They have not a suffi- 
cient number of men to handle the 
trains running out of Los Angeles. The 
local business of the road has, in fact, 
been suffering considerably during the 
past three or four days because of the 
lack of competent men to operate the 
company’s trains. The Endeavor ex- 
cursion rush now being entirely over, 
as far as local divisions are concerned, 
& much large force will be at the com- 
pany’s command to attend to the reg- 
ular business, but in spite of these ad- 
ditions, local officers say, a wide dis- 
crepancy will still exist if present in- 
dications continue to hold good for any 
length of time. 

The prospect of an unusually heavy 
Orange crop has caused considerable 
activity among shippers in obtaining 
accommodations for packing. Every 
available packing and warehouse in 
Redlands, Riverside, Colton and other 
orange-growing centers has already 
been engaged, although it will be sev- 
eral months yet before the lessees will 
have occasion to use the buildings. The 
railroad companies also have taken 
cognizance of the indications for a 
heavy crop of oranges, and are making 
every preliminary preparation neces- 
sary for the proper handling of ship- 
ments. 

According to the best estimates of 
Santa Fé officials, nearly 8000 people 
have left for the Bast over their line 
during the past few days. The num- 
ber traveling East over the Southern 
Pacific has not yet been announced, 
and the difficulty of approximating the 
number of tickets sold is increased by 
the fact that passengérs over that line 
have been leaving the State by both 
the northern routes. 

The excursion business on the South-- 
ern Pacific has been principally over 
the northern route. The returning En- 
deavorers evidently feared the trip 
East by way of El Paso, because of re- 
ports of excessive heat diligently cir- 
culated in San Francisco by interested 
representatives of northern lines. Real- 
izing the truth of the situation in ad- 
vance of the general exodus, the 
Southern Pacific Company arranged for 
a series of cut-rate excursions from 
San Francisco to Los Angeles and im- 
portant neighboring points, for the 
purpose of enabling excursionists arriv- 
ing on the Coast by the northern routes 
to visit the southern portion of the 
State, and removing every ordinary in- 
centive to make the return trip over 
the southern lines. Thus much of the 
travel that naturally would have gone 
to the Santa Fé was held by the South- 
ern Pacific, as is evident from the fact 
that nearly three thousand tourists 
took advantage of the side trip. |

BRYANT IS IN THE TOILS. 


A NOTARY PUBLIC ARRESTED FOR 
ALLEGED FRAUD, 


\ 
Title Insurance Company Begins a 
Campaign Against Notaries Who 
Assist in Making Bogus Deed 
Transactions Possible, 


The Abstract and Title Insurance 
Company has at last commenced a 
campaign against notaries public who, 
either through negligence or criminal 
intent, issue fraudulent certificates of 
acknowledgment. This is the direct 
result of the Ware-Davis et al. case 


which has been engaging the attention | 


of the courts for some time. The cir- 
cumstances are too familiar to the 
public to need rehearsing. Suffice it to 
say that Ware and his accomplices 
succeeded in borrowing $1000 from the 
Columbia Savings Bank on the strength 
of a bogus deed. 

The bogus deed and mortgage swin- 
dle has been worked successfully and 
often in Los Angeles, and it is to stop 
this practice that the abstract com- 
aaa has initiated the present proceed- 
ngs. 

This accounts ‘for the arrest of E. I. 
Brvant, notary public. 

Notary Bryant was arrested yester- 
day morning and taken before Justice 
Morrison, who released him on his own 
recognizance. Late in the afternoon, 
the Justice issued another order re- 
quiring Bryant to give $150 cash, or 
$300 bond bail. Bryant was rearrested 
and locked up in the City Jail, while 
his friends and attorney skirmished 
around for bondsmen. It was not long 
before Bryant’s brother, who is Justice 
of the Peace for Ballona township, and 
another bondsman had qualified for the 
required amount. 

Clerk Stockwell accepted the bond, 
but Justice Morrison had-~ gone to 
Santa Monica without signing an or- 
der for prisoner’s’ release.’ Justice 
Bryant, one of the bondsmen, offered 
to sign such an order, but Chief of 
Police Glass refused to turn him loose 
without an order from Justice Morri- 
son, 

Attorney Ladd, representing the pris- 
oner.« then made application to Supe- 
rior Judge Allen for a writ of habeas. 
corpus. Judge Allen said the writ 
would be unavailing at that time of 
night, even if granted; so that course 
was abandoned. 

Bryant’s friends did not rest, how- 
ever, and about midnight they suc- 
ceeded in finding Justice Morrison and 
getting the necessary order from him: 
Brvant was then released. . 

His attorney and friends say he will 
be able to clear himself of the charge 
in due course of time. They denounce 
Bryant's brief incarceration as an out- 
raze and imposition. The police say 
they could not do otherwise than lock 
him up until released by order of the 
court. 

It will be remembered that Mrs. 
Reinold in her testimony in the Ware 
case said that the William Strong who 
figured in the transaction whereby the 
Columbia Savings Bank was swindled, 
was merely a man of straw used by J. 
Frank Bowen and herself in .making 
fictitious real-estate transfers. Mrs. 
Reinold’s office adjoins that of E. I. 
Bryant in the Nolan & Smith Block, 
and it was he who took Strong’s- ac- 
knowledgment to the alleged fraudu- 
lent deed. It is for this specific act 
that Bryant was arrested, and it will 
be for him to prove now that William 
Strong is not a mythical personage and 
that he personally appeared before 
Bryant and acknowledged the deed. 
Unless he can do this his commission 
as a notary public may be revoked, and 
he be liable to a fine and impris- 
onment. 

Earl Rogers, attorney for the ab- 
stract company, in the matter, 
yesterday that this is but one of sev- 
eral similar prosecutions contemplated 
by the company: Through the issue of 
bogus acknowledgments to instruments 
of transfer by notaries, the ab- 
stract company has been victimized in 
several instances by insuring certifi- 
cates of title, because they appeared 
all right on the records, and which 
afterward proved to be worthless on 
account of bogus acknowledgments. 

By letting notaries know that they 
will be punished if they do not live up 
to the letter of the law in the matter 
of certifying to acknowledgments, the 
abstract people hope to make the bogus 4 
deed swindle more difficult to perform. 


SPANISH ARISTOCRACY. 


Indignant Over the Criticism in a 
Recent Dispatch. 

Sefiorita Z. Sepulveda, in a lengthy 
and wrathful communication to The 
Times, expresses her opinion of an ar- 
ticle in the New York Times which 
made the sweeping condemnation of the 
“Los Angeles aristocracy,” in connec- 
tion with the late Bradbury-Ward 
scandal, which was printed a few days 
ago. among the dispatches to The 

imes. 

Sefiorita Sepulveda says that “the 
Spanish people of this city were 
shocked and insulted” by this article, 
and that, being Spanish ‘herself, she 
feels it her duty to answer it. In the 
first place, Sefiorita, Sepulveda adduces 
the positive proof of the writer’s ignor- 
ance of his subject from the fact that 
thé erring heroine of the defunct ‘“‘ro- 
mance” is purely American, without a 
trace of Spanish blood. She further 
avers that “the man who played the 
principal part in this romance may be 
an Indian; but he has undoubtedly 
shown himself to the world as a gen- 
tleman,” and also that “because the 
Bradbury family have Indian and Mex- 
ican blood in their veins is no reason 


why, the rest of the Spanish population 


should have.’’ 

Referring to.the old days of Spanish 
dominion’ in Southern California, 
Sefiorita Sepulveda says: “If the writer 
would look back or had lived in Los 
Angeles years ago, he would find out 
that society was society then, and not 
what it is now. In those days they 
drew the line at cooks, actresses, wait- 
resses and washerwomen. They did 
not bow down to them because they 
were wrapped in gold leaf.’’ 

As to the present “swagger set,” 
Sefiorita Sepulveda energetically ob- 
serves: “It makes my Castillian blood 
boil when I am introduced to some 
cook who swims in the soup of our 
‘400,’ especially one who cooked for my 
mother.” 

As a parting shot at the misguided 
eastern writer, Sefiorita Sepulveda 
roudly declares: ‘‘He ends his article

At the City Hall yesterday the Board 
of Fire Commissjoners met in regular 
session and considered the question 
of consolidating three companies for 
the purpose of saving rents and in- 
creasing the efficiency of the force.

ARBITRATION. 


FORMAL PROPOSITION SUBMITTED 
TO WATER COMPANY, 


Council Ready to Take the Final 
Steps Toward the Purchase of 
the Waterworks—An Immediate 
Answer Requested. 


The Water Supply Committee of the 
Council has formally submitted a 
proposition to the City Water Company 
to arbitrate. Its offer was contained 
in the following communication: 

“Ss. H. Mott, W. J. Brodrick, R. H. 


Miner, Committee—Gentlemen: At a 
meeting of the City Council held 
August 9, 1897, the Water Sup- 
ply Committee was_ instructed to 
communicate to the Los’ Angeles 
City Water Company the desire 
of that body to submit to arbitra- 


tion the question of the value of the 
water plant of said water company. 

“As you are doubtless aware, the de- 
termination of the citizens fér the mu- 
nicipal ownership of a waterworks sys- 
tem is constant and unanimous, leav- 
ing open for discussion naught but the 
question as to the manner of acquiring 
said system. This tendency toward mu- 
nicipal control of a~system of public 
works is in full harmony with the prac- 
tice prevailing in European cities, and 
dominant in the progressive cities of 
Our own country. 

“The wide variance between the fig- 
ures reached by each‘ party in the re- 


rect purchase of the plant renders 
hopeless any further attempt to acquire 
the same along that line, but leaves 
the desire for municipal ownership just 
as. firm as ever. The direct parties in 
interest being unable to agree, it ap- 
pears meet and proper to leave to a 
competent board of arbitrators. the 
question of values. 

“Hence as representatives of a city 
whose residents are unified 0n this sub- 
ject of municipal ownership and actu- 
ated in the acquirement of a plant by 
a humane desire to treat in a broad, 
fair-minded business spirit the rights 
and interests of those already occupy- 
ing the field, we submit to your com- 
mittee and through you to the Los An- 
geles City Water Company the desire 
of the body whom we have the honor 
to represent, to immediately submit to 
arbitration the question of the amount 
of compensation to pass to said com- 
pany for the turning over of their 
plant to the city of Los Angeles. 

“The instructions given this commit- 
tee call for a report which shall em- 
body your reply hereto to be made to 

- the Council on Monday, August 16, 1897, 
We would therefore request your early 
consideration of the matter, and would 
be gratified to have you make it pos- 
sible for us to comply with the ex- 
pressed wish of the Council. 

“This committee is without the as- 
Surance that it is within the province 
of your committee to render an imme- 
diate decision regarding the new prop- 
osition for arbitration, and in the event 
it exceeds your authority. we would re- 
spectfully request that the matter be 
submitted to the directorate of the 
water company at the earliest oppor- 
tunity, and that this committee be fur- 
nished with information as to progress 
to embody in its report next Monday. 
respectfully.

PLANS FOR CONSOLIDATION, 


Chief Moore’s Suggestion to the 
Commissioners. ~ 

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
met yesterday morning in regular ses- 
sion in the- committee room of the 
Mayor's office. 

On recommendation of Fire Chief 
Moore, RK. E. Sheppard was granted 
a permit to run a laundry at No. 727 
East Tifth street. Margaret H. Bixby 
Was granted permission to bore for 
oil in the block bounded by Pearl, 


- Ramona and College streets, and the 


Victor Heights tract. 
Fire Chief Moore reported that theré 


* were some irregularities in the matter 


of the permit to run a blacksmith 
shop on West Jefferson street near 
Wesley avenue, granted O. Jonas, and 
Jonas had been notified to appear be- 
fére the board and show cause why 
the permit should not be revoked. It 
seems there was some misunderstand- 
ing about the legal requirements as to 
frontage, ‘and some of the signers of 
the original petition had asked to be 
allowed to withdraw. The matter was 
laid over for one week. 

Fire Chief Moore asked for permis- 
sion to consolidate engine company No. 
1, engine company No. 3, and hook 
and ladder company A, bringing all 


- the crews and apparatus to the en- 


gine-house occupied by engine com- 
pany No. 3. By this arrangement the 
efficiency of the force will be in- 
creased, it is thought, and a saving of 
$100 per month will be effected. The 
commissioners viewed the suggestions 
with favor, the more so as the three 
companies are now lacated close to- 
gether. Fire Chief Moore was directed 
to report the details and expense of 
the. change at the next meeting. 

It was also reported that the axle of 
hose wagon No. 8 broke at Third and 
Broadway, on August 9, while respond- 
ine to an alarm of fire. The driver 
was exonerated from blame. 

A protest was received from C.* J. 


Bickford and others against the qual- 
ity of the hay purchased by the de- 
partment. It was said that the hay 
furnished was not in accordance with 
the requirements of the advertisement, 
and that the city was paying too high 
a price. Fire Chief Moore thought that 
the complaint was unjust, and came 
from an unsuccessful bidder. The 
statements about the advertisement 
were untrue, and the hay was where 
it could be examined any time. Fire 
Chief Moore was instructed to report 
whether the hay was.as good as could 
be purchased for the money.

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION, 


of Over Seventy-five 
Thousand Allowed. 

The Board of Equalization yesterday 
allowed reductions from the City ASs- 
sessor’s figures amounting to $76,492. 
This. makes the total reductions to date 
$622,702, of which $450,000 alone was on 
the franchise of the City Water Com- 
pany, and includes only a small pro- 
portion of the reductions made in as- 
sessments of property in the annexed 
districts, which Cannot yet be accu- 
rately estimated. 

The largest reduction made yesterday 
was in the assessment of the Bullard 
Block, which was scaled down $20,000 
on the improvements as valued by City 
Assessor Seaman. 

Mrs. N. A. Ackerblum was granted a 
reduction from $1100 to $900 on lot and 
improvements in Fieldhouser’s subdi- 
vision of block 85, Ord’s survey. Mrs. 
Clara M. Preston was granted a re- 
duction from $1200 to $1100 on improve- 
ments on lot 14, block 8, of Williamson 
tract. Louisa Dreyfus was granted a 
reduction on ‘ther lot from $1350 to $900. 
Frances E. McDonnell was granted a 
reduction from $3350 to $1850. Mrs. M. 
C. Thomas was granted a reduction 
from $250 to $175 on improvements. 
Lewis Lebus was granted a reduction 
from $2850 to $2350. I. W. Hellman was 
allowed a reduction from $5350 to $4000 
on lot 5, block 9, Ord’s survey; also re- 
duction from $11,250 to $8000 on im- 
provements on the above property.

DELINQUENT BONDS.

JUDGE ALLEN DECIDES THE CASE 
OF RAMISH ET AL. 


An Order of a Writ of Mandate 
Made Directing the City Treas- 

urer to Sell Lots to Pay the 
Bonds—Findings of the Court. 


The case of Adolph Ramish et al. 
against City Treasurer W. A. Hartwell 
was decided by Judge M. T. Allen 
yesterday morning. The case is one in 


“In the matter of an application for 
a writ of mandate,” said Judge Allen, 
“the question involved in the original 
application is as to the duty of the 
City Treasurer, upon written demand 
of the holder of a street bond upon 
which default in payment has been 
made, to proceed to advertise and sell 
the lot of land described in said bond, 
in any manner other than by his 
declaration that the same has been sold 
to the State, as is provided by exist- 
ing laws relating to the collection of 
delinquent State and county taxes, 
passed March 28, 1895; the petitioner’s 
contention being that the Treasurer’s 
duty is to advertise and sell the same 
to the person who would take the least 
quantity of the land and pay such 
bond, with accrued interest and cost. 

“The Legislature of 
1893, passed what is commonly 
nominated the Bond Act. This a 
provides that ‘whenever any payment, 
either upon the principal or of the in- 
terest, shall not: be made when the 
same is due, and the holder of the 
bond thereupon demands in writing 
that the said Treasurer proceed to ad- 
vertise and sell said lot or parcel of 
land, then the whole bond, or its un- 
paid remainder, with its accrued inter- 
est, shall become due and payable im- 
mediately, and on the day following 
shall become delinquent, and the City 
Treasurer shall have and shall act 
thereafter with all the powers and 
duties of the Tax Collector in the col- 
lection of unpaid State and county 
taxes, and shall forthwith proceed to 
advertise and sell said lot or parcel 
of land by proceedings in all respects 
the same as are provided by law for 
the collection of delinquent State and 
county taxes.’ 

“When this act was passed, the pro- 
cedure for the sale of real property for 
the collection of delinquent State and 
county taxes was for the officer to sell 
the property assessed for such taxes to 
the person who would take the least 


e- 


and costs due thereon. In the Revenue 
Act of 1895 this procedure is changed, 
so that instead of selling the property, 
it is made. the duty of the Tax Col- 
lector to enter upon the delinquent 
assessment book, ‘scold to the State,’ al] 
such real estate delinquent, and he 
shall be credited with the amount of 
the taxes due and delinquent in his 
settlement. This act of 1895, while re- 
pealing all acts in conflict therewith, 
provided that the time and manner 
of sales of real property sold to pay 
the damages, costs and expenses inci- 
dent to the laying out, widening 
streets, etc., should not be affected by 
said act; but as to its effect upon the 
act of 1893, known as the Bond Act, 
the act of 1895 is silent. 

‘In the decision of the case at bar, I 
am of the opinion that the modifica- 
tion of an act originally adopted will 
not be held as affecting the adopting 
statute, unless the new act is appro- 
priate to the object and purposes of 
the adopting act. In the case at bar, 
if we are to construe the act of 1893, 
known as the Bond Act, as having 
been affected by the provisions of the 
Revenue Act of 1895, as relating to the 
procedure for the enforcement of de- 
linquency, we must concede that Jit 
was in effect a repeal of the first- 
named act; ‘for. under the procedure 
of the act of 1895, no bond, issued un- 
der the act of 1893, would: be of any 
avail, and, conceding the constitutional 


power of the Legislature to make the

Revenue Act of 1895, to repeal the 
Bond Act, nor to invalidate it: 

“Being of the opinion, therefore, that 
the act in force in 1893, relating to 
the procedure of sale of real estate 
delinquent on account of the non-pay- 
ment of such. street bond; is ‘still in 
force. unaffected by the Revenue Act 
of 1895, the writ should issue, unless 
the petition, in intervention filed by the 
lot owner is sufficient answer to such 
application. This ‘petition in interven- 
tion alleges that an irregularity ex- 
ists in the proceedings leading up to 
the issue of the bond, in this regard, 
that the contract entered into between 
the Street Superintendent and the con- 
tractor was not made in the manner 
trrovided by law, and therefore in- 
validates the bond. | 

“Petitioner does. not question the 
right of the owner of the lot to so 
intervene, and, assuming, without de- 
ciding, that such right of intervention 
exists. we are called upon to deter- 
mine whether the omission charged is 
such as to affect the validity of the 
bond. _This omission relates solely to 
the date fixed in the contract for the 
completion of the work. The time 
designated in the contract being as 


follows: work to be commented 
within ten s from the date hereof, 
and its completion to be within 240 


days thereafter.’ Intervenor’s conten- 
tion is that the time for the com- 
mencement of the 240 days is uncertain. 
This court is of opinion that’ the 
word ‘thereafter’ relates to the date 
of -the contract, and no. uncertainty 
exists. But, in addition to this, the 
Bond Act provides, that such bonde, 
upon issuance, shall be conclusive evi- 
dence of the regularity of all proceed- 
ings thereto previous to the making 
of the certified list, ete. There is no 
claim that the work was not properly 
done within 240 days from the date of 
the contract, and if it even be admitted 
that an uncertginty exists, it is cured 
bv the issuance of the bond. Let a. 
writ of mandate Isste as prayed for.” 

It was stated yesterday that an ap- 
peal of the case to the Supreme Court 
of the State would be taken at once, 
in order to finally settle the matter. 
Under the decision of Judge Allen, the 
City Treasurer, unless further 
strained will obey the writ of mandate 


when issued. 


THE WRIT DENIED. 


Young Parks Must Return to Whit- 
tier and Serve His Term. 

The matter of the writ of habeas cor- 
pus sworn out recently by George. L. 
Parks of this city against Superintend- 
ent Van Alstyne of the Whittier Reform 
School came up for hearing yesterday 
morning in Department Six of the Su- 
perior Court. Judge J. L. Campbell of 
San Bernardino occupied the bench in 
place of Judge Allen. 

The case was one growing out of the 
recent insurrection among the pupils at 
Whittier. Young George Parks was 
and is an inmate of the school. He was 
among the alleged leaders of the recent 
revolt, and was, with the rest, pun- 
ished for his disobedience. His father 
sought to have his son released from 
the school, and to that-end swore out 
a writ of habeas corpus. It was the 
purpose of Parks and his attorney, 
Maj. Horace Bell, to introduce testi- 
mony showing the nature of the pun- 
ishment administered to ‘the refractory 
boys, but the claim for a*right to de- 
mand the boy’s release from the school 
and his return to the custody of his 
parents was based upon the contention 
that the mother of the boy did not 
join with the father'in asking his com- 
mitment to the Whittier school. 

The whole day was spent in the ar- 
gument of the case. Maj. Bell argued 
that he had a right to not only show 
that ‘the commitment was faulty, but 
had the further right to prove by wit- 
nesses that the punishment meted out 
to the Parks boy was of such a nature 
and kind as to give his parents the 
right to rescue him from such disci- 
pline. 

Attorneys Munday and Del Valle ap- 
peared for Superintendent Van Alstyne 
and argued that the commitment un- 
der which young Parks was placed in 
the school was according to law; that 
.with the conduct of the school the 
courts had nothing to do, that being a 
matter entirely within the control of 
the Legislature; and that if the boy 
had been abused or improperly pun- 
ished, action should lie against the par- 
ties ordering and inflicting the punish- 
ment, but that such a fact, even if 

true, would not give the courts the 
right to order Parks’s release from the 
school. The argument was full of 
technical law points, and numberless 
cases were cited by both sides in sup- 
port of their contention. 

When the matter was finally sub- 
mitted, Judge Campbell decided 
against the issuance of the writ of ha- 
beas corpus and the application was 
dismissed, young Parks being returned 
to the custody of the authorities at 
Whittier. 

There is some talk of suits to - be 
brought against the trustees who or- 

ed and the officers who inflicted the 
punishment upon Parks for his dis- 
edience, but it is believed that noth- 
ing further in the matter will-be’done. 

The decision of Judge Campbell is 
practically to the effect that parents, 
who, on their own motion, place a 
child in Whittier, surrender their righta 
as his natural guardian, and he _ be- 
comes a charge of the State, under 
control of the Legislature as to how he 
shall be clothed, fed, ‘educated, pun- 
ished, etc., and that._in cases where 
cruelty is exercised, action lies directly 
against the parties inflicting it, and 


not against the school. A

Promises of Sensational Cases—Coal

left after paying for the works. He 
made a contract by which the works 
were to be erected for $100,000, when 
the mining company went back on 
their agreement with him. He now 
wants what he would have earned had 
the contract been kept. 

Vincent Sentous and Exupere Sen- 
tous have sued John Horncastle to re- 
cover the petty cash book of the late 
firm of Sentous Bros., or $5000, which 
they claim it is worth to them. 

Nathan Bundy sues E. C. Andrews 
et al. to foreclose a mortgage of $800. 
. B. Wade sues Jacob Hommel, Jr., 
et al., to foreclose a mortgage of $2500. 

A. Conant F. O. Frazier for 
an accounting and asks a dissolution 
of partnership, the appointment of a 
receiver and an injunction to prevent 
Frazier from handling the business of 
the late firm. The two men contracted 
to build the new Memorial Hall at 
the Santa Monica Soldiers’ Home, and 
disagreed. The building stands partly 
finished. 

The Little Lake Ditch Company sues 
the East Santa Gertrudes Irrigation 
Company for $5000 damages for water 
diverted from their ditches.

PRODUCERS LABORING TO RE- 
STORE PROFITABLE PRICES. 


OUTLOOK FOR OIL. 


Failure of Negotiations With the 
Southern Pacific for the Use of 
_ Oil in Its Engines—Causes of Ex- 
isting Depression. 


The local oil producers are anything 
but cheerful this morning. A proposi- 
tion which, if successfully carried 
through, would have placed the price of 
oil back to profitable figures, collapsed 
late yesterday afternoon, and there is 
every indication that the present low 
prices will prevail for some time to 
come. 7 

For several days past @ movement 
has been on foot among many of the 
more extensive producers to perfect 
some "plan the object of which was to 
supply the Southern Pacific Company 
with oil to be used upon its locomotives 
instead of coal. There — 
understanding that if a certain quan- 
tity of oil aoe be furnished the rail- 
road company regularly at acceptable 
figures a contract would be immedi- 
ately entered into to supply all the lo- 
comotives running in this vicinity, 
about twenty-five in number. The plan 
proposed and which proved acceptable 
to the railroad company, was to choose 
some individual or firm who would act 
in the capacity of an intermediate with 
whom they would enter into contracts 
to supply the necessary amount of oil, 
this party, in turn, to enter into a 
contract 
Oil would be furnished for a period of 
six months at prices increasing by a 
certain percentage each month, until 
the sum of $1 per barrel should be 
reached. This seemed a fair proposi- 
tion to all concerned, the producers be- 
ing will to accept a figure even below 
the cost of production for the first 
month, with the expectation that with 
an increased demand the surplus which 
now stagnates the market would soon 
be absorbed and the oil fields would 
once more become paying property. 


Yesterday was the decisive day. Late |. 


yesterday afternoon the announcement 
was made that the undertaking had 
terminated ina flat failure, owing to 
a disagreement as to prices. 

Another attempt will now be made 
in the same direction, as it is certain 
that the Southern Pacific Company is 
willing to adopt oil for fuel on all its 
local engines, provided satisfactory ar- 
rangements as to cost and supply can 
‘be made. Should a conclusive under- 
standing finally be reached the future 
for the local oil industry will practi- 
cally have been solved. The Santa Fé 
which uses oil largely on this division, 
consumes in the neighborhood of 30,000 
barrels per month. The Southern Pa- 
cific would’ use nearly as much. 

The present total output is about 50,- 
000 barrels monthly, which would leave 
a shortage of 10,000 barrels each month 
if the Southern Pacific were to con- 
sume an amount equal to that used by 
the Santa Fé The Southern Pacific, 
however, has wells in operation on its 
own property south of this city, the 
output of which would easily meet the 
shortage. The oil from these wells has 
been stored for several weeks past, 
while the company, at the same time, 
hes taken advantage of the prevailing 
low prices by making extensive pur- 
chases during the past few days. Only 
a week or so ago a purchase of 170,000 
gallons was made, the oil being stored 

for future use. 

“J would not be surprised at receiv- 
ing. an order any day to convert a num- 
ber of our local engines to oil,” said 
Master Mechanic Sheedy yesterday, 
“Although I do not anticipate any very 
extensive changes at present. I am in- 
clined to believe that for the present, 
at least, the company will use only 
such oil as it has stored and is receiv- 

jng from its own wells, unless a con- 
tract for a general supply is entered 
into with local producers by the man- 
agement. Several weeks ago oil was 
being burned on ten of our local en- 
gines, the supply coming from our own 
wells. When this was finally ex- 

~ hausted, the company went upon the 
market, but found the prices too high, 
and the engines were at once changed 
to coal-burners. Everything else. be- 
ing equal, oil is somewhat preferable 
to coal, as it emits no gas or smoke to 
speak of. Besides, it is much cleaner 
about the train, there being no cinders 
to annoy the pasSengers or to grind 
the varnish off the body of the 
coaches,”’ 

Assisiant Superintendent Prior, when 
seen last evening, reiterated Mr. 
Sheedy’s statement concerning the 
previous use and final abandonment of 
oil as fuel on local engines. ‘Had the 
market prices ranged anywhere within 
reason at the time the company’s 
storage supply became exhausted, the 
oil-burning engines would not have 
been changed, and the probability 
clearly is that the market, instead of 
being in the demoralized condition into 
which it has since sunk, would have 
remained reasonably firm. TI have no 
douht whatever that if the company 
could receive a, guarantee for the sup- 
ply of,a certain amount of oil monthly 
at reasonable figures; many, if not all, 
our local engines would be changed to 
oil-burners:;at once.” 

The causes for the prevailing depres- 

sion in the local oil market are sev- 

eral. Chie? among them, of course, is 
over-production, or rather, under-con- 
sumpiion. Another important factor is 
found in the immense storage facilities 
of the Santa Fé Company. Several 

months ago the Santa Fé entered into a 

contract for its oil supply on the 

Southern Californian branch, and soon 

after had constructed in this city a 
storage tank with a capacity of 100,000 

- barrels. This tank alone would supply 

sufficient oil to run their locomotives 

for about three months. The contract 
expired last June and the company, 
finding the market exceptionally dull, 
laid in a full supply. The effect: of 
such action can be realized when it 
is. understood that the Santa at the 
time the principal purchaser, had-ab- 
solutely withdrawn from the market 
for more than sixty days. There is 


tankage facilities for more than a thou- 
sand barrels, and a good well would 
fill that in less than a month. With 
full tanks and no demand at the 
prices ranging a month or so ago, the 
producers sought the best market they 
could find, preferring to dispose of 
their oil at a. much lower figure and 
continue pumping rather than shut 
down altogether. So the pumps were 
kept constantly at work, the surplus 
continued to increase and prices con- 
tinued their downward tendency un- 
til:teday the best oil Is freely offered 
at 60 cents per barre: with no takers. 
During the past few days there has 
been a marked improvement in the de- 
mand abroad. Since the market price 
has been rangihg so low San Francisco 
manufacturers have been looking to 
the Los Angeles oil fields for fuel as a 
matter of economy. The Southern Pa- 
cific’s oil-carrying facilities have been 
taxed to the utmost and twenty-five 
tank-cars, in addition to the sixty-six 
now in ‘constant use, have been ordered 
from New Orleans. The producers 
look upon the newly-opened foreign 
market, with nv small degree of hope, 
for they feel that once oil is given 
Yhe place of coal in the great manu- 
facturing establishments on the coast 
it will be given the preference in fu- 
ture, even in the face of a.subsequent 
reéstablishment of living prices. 
According to the best estimates there 
e over 150 individual producers in 
os Angeles representing over 350 ac- 
tive wells.

RECENT PRICE OF SILVER. It 
is strange that the price of silver 
should touch the lowest point on rec- 
ord at the very moment when the air 
is full of rumors of the successful ne- 
gotiation of a plan which is intended 
to enlarge the use of that metal. Re- 
ferring to this peculiar condition, the 
American Bankers says: 

“Some folks will say that this is 
result of another con- 
spiracy on the part of the money 
power, which may be expected to 
gather in at an artificially created low 
price as much silver as_ possible, for 
the purpose of disposing of the same 
in the more favorable market which 
an international agreement will af- 


. ford. But there is no evidence that sil-- 


ver has been artificially depressed, or 
that the metal is being accumulated 
anywhere. And, besides, those interests 
which would be engaged in buying 
silver in anticipation of an interna- 
tional agreement do not believe that 
such an agreement will be put into 
effect, however favorable the condi- 
tions might now seem to be.” 


COMMERCIAL, 


BALTIMORE CANNERS_ PUN- 


ISHED. The Retail Grocers’ Advocate 
of San Francisco, prints a letter to the 
trade from T. S. Taylor, secretary of 
the San Francisco Fruit Exchange, 
stating that the exchange has suc- 
ceeded in having certain Baltimore 
canners legally punished for falsely 
labeling goods with California labels. 
The Baltimore canners who falsely 
used the California labels were fined, 
the laws of Maryland making fraudu- 
lent labelling punishable. If similar 


‘action could be taken with similar re- 


sults in other States it is highly prob- 
able that large quantities of poor 
goods fictitiously bearing California 
brands would have to bear their own 
true brand or go brandless, in which 
case Caljfornia would be freed from 
the iniquities so frequently charged 


against her through the agency of 
these inferior and_ falsely-labeled 
goods. 


BEET SUGAR AND THE TARIFF. 
It is generally agreed that the new 
tariff law will stimulate the manufac- 
ture of beet sugar in this country. The 
Philadelphia Grocery World quotes 
William J. McCahan, president. of the 
McCahan Sugar Refining Company, as 
saying that in a comparatively short 
time this country ought to produce all 
the beet sugar it needed, and then 
Says: 

“If the time comes when all of the 
raw sugar needed by the refiner is 
produced in this country, it will be of 
untold benefit to farmers, and would 
Save the exporting of at least $100,- 
000,000 of gold or its equivalent annu- 
ally. It is scarcely believed that the 
production of raw sugar in this coun- 
try can catch up with the consump- 
tion inside of twenty years. By that 
time the consumption of sugar will be 
at least 3,300.000 tons a year, instead 
of 2,000,000 tons now. Speaking roughly, 
that would require the raising of at 
least 32,000,000 tons of sugar beets, and 
would “probably give the farmers at 
least 3130,000.000 a year. It would re- 
quire the use of about. 4,000,000 acres 
of land, and enormous amounts of coal, 
chemicals, labor and machinery.” 


BEET SUGAR FACTORY SITES. 
The consular reports for August con- 
tain the ieport of Julius Muth, Uniied 
States Consul at Madgeburg, Germany, 
of which mention was made in the 
telegraphic CGispatches some time ago. 
After referriug to the conditions nec- 
essary to obtain the best resulis in 
the culture of sugar beets, but which 
are more particularly applicavle to 
the conditions prevailing in Germany 
than to thuse iu this country, he savs: 
“Tor years experiments in ieeding 
riolasses (from sugar beets) to cattie 
have been inade here, but the results 
have not heen altogether satisfactory 
on account of the purging effect of 
the molasses, caused by the salts oun- 
tained therein. Jately molasses mive:! 
with the cossetts (beet chips) and then 
dried nas given satisfaction; but the 
best results are obtained by a mix- 
ture of molasses and peat dust (tarf- 
mull.) The acid of the peat dust ap- 
parently neutralizes the salts in the 
molasses, thus depriving the latter of 
its purging effects and rendering it a 
wholesome fat-producing fodder. This 
would again point to the fact that 
beet-sugar manufacturing and cattle 
fattening should go hand in hand, and 
when the erection of a factory is con- 
templated all these matters should be 
well-considered.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
AMERICAN RAILS IN CHINA. Not 


only are American steel rails given 
the preference in some instances. in 


' England over those of English manu- 


facture, but they are, in a measure at 
least, replacing the English article in 
China. <A correspondent of the Lon- 
don and China Telegraph, London, 
writing from Tientsin, says: ‘The rail 
contract fell to C. D. Jameson, an 
American civil engineer, who has been 
for some time a resident in Tientsin. 
His figures were far and away § the 
lowest sent in, and as he quoted for 
Carnegie material, he was facile 
princeps. The total value of the two 
consignments is said to be just under 
450.000 taels ($310,950.) As this is the 
first time American steel has triumphed 
over F:uropean in competition by closed 
senders. it has attracted fhuch atten- 
on.” 


AUSTRALIAN TOBACCO. An En- 


glish journal says that tobacco is be- 
ing successfully grown in some dis- 
tricts in Australia. The Victoria Ag- 
ricultural Department is. sending two 
tons of it to London packed in the 
American style. In quality it is said 
ta be more like the tobaccos of Ken- 
ay. Missouri and Ohio than of Vir- 
ginia, 


RUQUEFORT CHEESE. Speaking of 

celebrated French cheese the 
American Grocer, New York, says that 
in the great Roquefort cheese district 
in France a single cheese factory uses 
the milk of 250,000 sheep, turning’ out 
during the season from 6,000,000 to 7,- 
000,000 pounds of the famous cheese 
so beloved by every government. The 
lambs are weaned when two months 
old, and the ewes then milked for the 
manufacture of cheese.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—The only inter- 
ruption to the upward course of prices today 
was due to occasional profit-taking by room 
traders. The offerings on this acount were 
easily absorbed with only a momentary 
halt, after which the rise was resumed. 
During the morning the influence of buying 
for London account was evident, arbitrage 
brokers taking all the interest, shares quite 
freely. London prices also came higher 
at the opening, but before the day was 
over London had turned seller again, and 
it is estimated sold 25,000 more shares than 
were bought. The effect of this selling 
had no appreciative effect on selling. The 
shares of non-dividend-paying stocks were 
largely bought by London, and were favorit<s 
alsa in the local speculation, the argu- 
ment being that such stocks are bound to 
advance if the promise of better times holds 
good, and if it dces not they cannot recede 
far. Union Pacific was the favorite in 
this class, ahd was the leader of the whole 
market in point of activity, 51,009 shares 
being bought during the day. The _ stock 
was helped by a revival of an old story 
that the forthcoming foreciosure sale would 
make the road a part of a great tranconti- 
nental system under one control. The stock 
was heavily bought by professional traders {for 
speculative account, and closed with a gain 
of 3% points on the day. The excitement 
in wheat was reflected in the stock market, 
and was a large element in encouraging 
purchases, especially of the Granger stocks, 
the grain carrying roads in the Northwest, 
West and Southwest all showing substantial 
gains and great activity. The dealings 
in the high-priced Grangers were of enor- 
mous proportions, and Atchison and North- 
ern Pacific preferred were also prominent 
features. Reports from western points were 
of increasing demand for car space to move 
the grain crop, and of the necessity for great 
exertions on the part of the railroad man- 
agers to avert a car famine. Statements 
of earnings also continue encouraging. One 
of the features of the day was the steadying 
of the sterling exchange market and the 
consequent cessation of talk of gold im- 
ports in the immediate future. . The stiffen- 
ing of the discount rate in London added 
to the continued heavy sales here of Lon- 
don holdings of securities are probably re- 
sponsible for the check to the fall in ex- 
change.

A SENSATIONAL REPORT WHICH 
PROVES TO BE UNFOUNDED. 


A. R. Metcalf Brings Back RePoxts 
of Prosperity in the East—Vari- 
ous Petty Suits in the Justice 
Courts. 


PASADENA, Aug. 11.—[Regular Corre- 
Spondence.] Much excitement was occasioned 
this evening by a rumor that the Sierra 
Madre Villa Hotel was on fire. Flames were 
plainly visible in the direction of the hotel 
and the report spread rapidly.. Not until 
midnight was it learned that the story was 
erroneous. Some Mexicans had been en- 
gaged during the day in trimming trees near 
Sierra Madre Villa and in the evening they 
gathered the brush and set fire to it.

COURT MATTERS. 
The Justice Courts were busy all day. 
In. the forennon the suit of J. B. Robb vs. 
J. K. Mulkey was heard before Judge Mef- 
riam. Robb claimed as due him from 
Mulkey for carpenter work $51., being $1 
‘per day for fifty-one days. Mulkey set up @ 
counter claim of $38.05, alleging that amount 
was due him in consequence of Robb’s work 
being unsatisfactory and for board furnished 
Robb during the time he was employed. 
Judge Merriam awarded Robb $44.50 and 
Mulkey $18.05. 
The suit of F. W. Arnold vs. P. W. Lioyd 
and the First National Bank was called in 
Justice Merriam’s court, and upon a change 
of venue being demanded by defendant, Lloyd, 
‘on the ground that he could not obtain 
an impartial trial, the case was transferred 
to Justice Rossiter’s court, where a hear- 
ing was held this afternoon. Lloyd is an 
_ orchardist at La Cafiada amd last fall mort- 
‘gaged his place to the First National Bank. 
On a writ in July last, Constable Wallis sold 
the fruit at auction and Mr. Arnold was 
the purchaser at the constable’s sale. The 
First National Bank, however, claimed and 
secured the fruit, hence Arnold sued the 
two defendants. G. A. Gibbs represented the 
plaintiff and W. 8. Wright appeared for the 
defendants. After listening to evidence from 
both sides for over an hour, Justice Rossiter 
allowed the case to be submitted on briefs. 
~The case involves over five thousand pounds 
of apricots. 

The preliminary examination of Mrs. Mary 
Test, charged with poisoning two greyhounds 

longing.-to John Ryan, was set for 2 
o'clock in Judge Rossiter’s court, but it was 
over an hour thereafter when it was called. 
The courtroom was thronged with-people, as 
' ft is well known in Pasadena that there has 
been bad blood 
long time. Considerable testimony was pre- 
sented; Ryan claiming. that while he was 
talking with a friend he saw Mrs. Test enter 
his dog yard and throw something. to the 
dogs. He immediately went home and saw 
the dogs eating and drove them away, pick- 
ing up what was left of the food and taking 
it into the house. Half an hour thereafter 
the dogs were dead. One of them he valued 


~~ EB. M. Wade, a Los Angeles chemist, tes- 
tified to making an analysis of the stomachs 
of the dogs and of the uneaten food and 
to finding a half a grain of strychnine in 
what he examined. This was more than 
sufficient to kill a large dog. 
Mrs. Mary Test, the defendant, testified 
“that she ‘never bought or had in her pos- 
session any strychnine; that she did not give 
any meat to Ryan’s dogs; nor did she know 
they were poisoned until Mr. Ryan accused 
her of having poisoned them, when she 
. immediately went up to the marshal’s office. 
- The prosecution failed to show that Mrs. 
~Test had purchased’ poison or had any 
in her possession, and Judge Rossiter ordered 
her discharged. -H. H. Rose appeared for 
the prosecution. -

when a vote was called for, Mr. Miller's 
proposition carried as above stated. 

The proceedings were timely from the start. 

Mr. Dunbar started the ball rolling by 
moving that Mr. Miller’s offer be accepted. 
Mr. Thompson moved as an amendment that 
action in the matter be deferred, in order 
to give the board more time to consider the 
matter. Mr. Miller tried to talk, and as did 
Mr. Thompson, at one and the same time, 
and finally Mr. Thompson talked Mr. Miller 
down. Then Mr. Adair spoke, after having 
been assured that he would be heard with- 
out interruption.

POSTAL STATIONS. 


Care of Mail Outside Limits of Free 
Delivery. 


Complaints are constantly being made 
to the postmaster of the non-delivery 
of letters addressed to streets and 
numbers outside the limits of free 
posta] delivery in Los Angeles. Let- 
ters are often addressed to streets and 
numbers thus placed, and after a cer- 
tain time are either returned to the 

‘ gender or forwarded to the dead-letter 
office, all for lack of a little care on the 
part of people who live in the outlying 
districts. 

Every city having letter-carrier serv- 
ice must have a defined limit for the 
carriers’ district; in some places the 
entire city is served, while in others, 
‘as is the case in Los Angeles, a por- 
tion receives no free delivery. 

When a carrier’s route is laid out, 
the names of the streets and limits aro. 
not only sent to the department for 
approval, but also the daily course the 

__earrier takes in traversing his route. 
Carriers are forbidden to deviate from 
their respective routes, hence, although 
the next house beyond the limit may be 
ever so near, the carrier cannot make 
the dekivery. 

In laying out the routes for the caw 
riers, each man is given as much ter- 
ritory as he can possible cover in eight 
hours, the law ‘does not permit more; 
and until the department deems it ad- 
visable to extend the limits, those liv- 
ing outside must receive their mail in 
some other way than by carrier. 

To provide for those who do not re- 
ceive free delivery, the department has 
provided stations, and in order to have 


mail delivered at a station, the com- |. 


pliance with one of two requirements 
is necessary, either the mail must be 

__addressed to the station or the ad- 
~~ dressee must leave an order informing 
the office at which station he wishes 
his mail delivered. The patrons of this 
office have not only been informed 


through the papers of this regulation, | 


but on January 21 notices were posted 
in all the stations, and at the station 
referred to the notice is still in plain 
view, and reads as follows: ‘All mail 
received for delivery in Los Angeles 
addressed to a *treet and number out- 
side of the carriers’ district will be 
placed in the general delivery in the 
main office unless ordered elsewhere 
by the addressee.”’
